LOVE FOR ANIMALS IN THE GAY COMMUNITY 

Thank you for doing a piece on the San Fran- 
cisco SPCA [‘‘We Work Miracles Here,”’ by Ran- 
dall Krivonic, Coming Up!, October, 1986]. The 
people of this organization deserve a lot of support 
and recognition for the fantastic job they do in car- 
ing for and adopting out the staggering number of 
unwanted dogs and cats in the city. 

Unfortunately, I don’t think that there is a parti- 
cularly heightened consciousness or love of animals 
in the lesbian/gay community as suggested in the 
article by Randall Krivonic. With all due respect 
to those responsible people who live with compan- 
ion aimals, it is easy to focus on the ‘‘pet’’ issue 
because it is here we see treatment of animals that 
in general we can be proud of. Because of this selec- 
tively favorable treatment we call ourselves ‘‘ani- 
mal lovers.’’ A recent nationwide survey done by 
UC Davis shows that 92% of Americans consider 
themselves ‘‘animal lovers’? and that 80% of 
American households have at least one ‘‘pet.’’ At 
the same time 96% of Americans eat meat, while 
90% are supportive of animal experimentation, 
ZOOS, animals in circuses and rodeos. It seems our 
attitude towards animals is dualistic, and ultimately 
we use animals for whatever ends we choose for our 
perceived benefit. Even the beloved ‘‘pet”’ is often 
denied her/his true nature, and not uncommonly 
discarded as a disposable object. 

It saddens me that a significant number of les- 
bians and gays purposely buy leather products. 
Leather is both an industry of its own (animals 
killed solely for leather) and a by-product of the 
factory farming industry where five billion animals 
annually in the U.S. are kept in close confinement 
all their lives and then slaughtered for meat and the 
by-products. Leather and meat are both luxuries 
at the expense of animal suffering and death. 

The gay rodeo is unfortunately a popular event. 
This ‘‘entertainment”’ is in reality a sadistic ritual 
of torture and domination of innocent animals who 
have no choice, and who usually end up severely 
injured and killed after an event. I have yet to see 
any written condemnation of this brutal American 
tradition in the lesbian/gay community. 

Just last week the Golden Gate Business Associa- 
tion held an AIDS research benefit fur fashion 
show and fur raffle, courtesy of Neiman-Marcus. 
The only good thing I can say about the event other 
than the worthy cause it was intended to benefit, 
is the fact that there was some noticeable opposi- 
tion in the es ts Sistah Boom refused to do 
their gig when'they found out about the furs, there 
was fair sized protest by animal rights activists out- 
side the event, and at least two people in attendance 
walked out in disgust. The former president of the 
G.G.B.A. said she was shocked to learn that the 
fashion show involved furs and that one was be- 
ing given away. She made known her opposition 
to the wearing of furs. 

We will truly be ‘‘animal lovers’’ when we treat 
all beings, human and non-human alike, with re- 
spect, compassion and with the acknowledgement

AIDS TRANSMISSION: PURE SPECULATION 


The LaRouche Initiative frightens me — not 
least because I see our movement unprepared 
theoretically to deal with the issues that will decide 
the vote.

3 Progressives 
Race for a Seat 
on the Board 


On November 4, San Franciscans will choose five 
candidates from a field of nineteen running for 
the Board of Supervisors, the elected officials that 
most affect the quality of life for the residents of 
The City. Five of the candidates — Hongisto, 
Walker, Ward, Nelder and Maher — are in- 
cumbents. Of these, only Nelder is viewed as 
palpably unfit to represent the views 

of the gay and lesbian community. 


Coming Up! has interviewed two of the most 
progressive incumbents — Richard Hongisto and 
Nancy Walker — and the most progressive of the 

challengers, Pat Norman. All three have had to 
overcome serious shortages of money for the 
campaigns. Norman, in addition, has had to 
struggle against an “‘outsider’’ image fostered by 
the daily papers. Walker, because she is an in- 
cumbent, has not been ignored, but has been 
treated with condescension by the press, while 
Hongisto has been vilified by the Examiner and 
targeted for defeat by the Police Officers 
ASsociation. All three are hotly opposed by big 
developers and corporate interests in the 
“downtown”’ sector. The three of them talk of 
their careers, their campaigns, their concern for 
San Francisco, and the future of The City. 


INTERVIEWS BY 
ALEX MACDONALD 
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Challenger: - 
Pat Norman 


When Coming Up! asked Pat Norman where she gets all 
her energy, she replied, ‘‘From the meetings I attend and the 
people I talk to.’’ At that moment, her phone rang. Her cam- 
paign headquarters called to tell her that their office had been 
broken into the night.before. The computers and some 
valuable records were stolen. An ordinary break-in, it ap- 
peared: the thieves also stole the refrigerator. 

When she put down the receiver, Norman also laid aside 
her surprise at the unwelcome news and finished her answer 
to the question. ‘‘I also meditate, TM. And I work out three 
times a week. And I take vitamins and watch my diet.’’ 

A 47-year-old grandmother, Norman is making her second 
try for a seat on the Board of Supervisors. Over lunch in the 
Fox Plaza, she explained why she is running. ‘‘I’m concern- 
ed about San Francisco and the turn to the right nationally 
and what will happen to women’s rights and the gay and les- 
bian communities if we do not protect what we have. I’m run- 
ning because I have a political agenda that says we must push 
forward.”’ ' 

As she talks about social change and San Francisco, ‘‘coali- 
tion’ inevitably comes to mind. And she, as though an- 
ticipating a question, says, ‘‘A San Francisco Supervisor can 
participate with other community groups. I have done that. 
For example, I work with Mobilization for Peace, Jobs and 
Justice, who’s involved in working on the Nuclear Freeze, 
stoping the bombing of Central America and ending apar- 
theid. In our last working paper, we called for national legisla- 
tion to protect lesbian and gay rights and to improve AIDS 
funding. Now, that all comes from an enormous group of 
people in the Bay Area, from labor, church, peace, and 
solidarity movements. Supervisors can involve themselves 
with such groups and promote those issues on a city level and 
also influence state and national legislators. We have to get 
what our people need, no matter who they are, in order to 
be taken care of.”’ 

As a Supervisor, Norman would cast her net wide enough 
to snare leviathan himself, the US Missouri. I’m concerned,”’ 
she explains, ‘‘about nuclear weapons. When you come down 
to it, it doesn’t take much to have one of those — what do 
you call them? Accidents? You know, if the Missouri starts 
to leak or ooze or whatever while it’s here in this city, where 
will there be to go? How will you get over the bridge or down 
the peninsula? What will happen? There is no place to go. 
Yet people continue to say the Missouri is not a local issue. 
But my life is here, and my life is a local issue. If it impacts 
on the lives of people in this city, then it is an issue we must 
deal with.”’ 

The wide net has a fine mesh. Pausing only for a sip of 
Calistoga, she goes on: ‘‘But it’s not only the Missouri. It’s 
land use. Where are we going to live? How can.we pay for 
our homes? What happens when our neighborhoods are no 
longer available to us? Vacancy control — control of rent in- 
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creases when an apartment or house is vacated — has to be 
confronted, and we will need eight people on the Board of 
Supervisors to do it. It will take eight votes to override a [vir- 
tually certain veto by Mayor Feinstein] of vacancy control. 
Without it, people will lose some quality of life because they 
won’t be able to afford to live in their own neighborhoods.’’ 

Health is special area of concern for. She has been Coor- 
dinator of Lesbian and Gay Services for the San Francisco. 
Her years in the bureaucracy have given her a keen apprecia- 
tion of how the system works and how to work within it. 
General Hospital, she told Coming Up!, ‘‘is overwhelmed. 


_ It needs more money. The staff, for example, needs better 


care for itself. Ward 5B (the AIDS ward) is an outstanding 
example of how community support makes it easier for peo- 
ple at General to participate in making changes and improv- 
ing services. But some services must be delivered outside, in 
the neighborhoods. More services are needed in the 
Tenderloin and South of Market. The Excelsior has no public 
health services currently. The quality of care on the wards has 
to be beefed up. The people working there are over-worked, 
over-extended. They just don’t have the support they need. 
I’ve been there, and I don’t like it, not one bit. But I think 
it’s helpful to acknowledge those occasions when General 
gives above and beyond what anyone could expect.’’ 

Her concern for morale and her willingness to acknowledge 
improvement extends to the police. ‘“There ’s a lot of room 
for improvement there, and the police, I think, agree with 
that. There are morale problems, but we don’t get the kind 
of treatment we did a decade ago, and I support them in that. 
In the last decade, though, a lot of peole have worked hard 
to make the Police Department more sensitive to the needs 
of the communities.’’ 

She finds MUNI especially difficult. “MUNI is such an 
issue. Why would the City hike the rates and cut the service 
when we need people to use public transportation more than 
ever before? It’s illogical. Just illogical. It seems you would 
make the service better and cheaper.”’ 

Can that be done? ‘‘We are waiting,’’ she points out, ‘‘on 
a lot of litigation to decide whether downtown will pay for 
some of the service. If that happens, there will be money for 
improyement. It really angers me that you have to wait 20 or 
25 minutes for a bus that feeds from the communities into 
the major lines. And then at night you can’t ride at all because 
it’s too dangerous on the bus and too dangerous to walk home 
when you get off. Where does that leave you? It makes it hard 
to take care of yourself if you don’t have a car.”’ 

But can she be elected? ‘‘This time,”’ she says, ‘‘I have 
Harry Britt’s support, so there is no question of splitting the 
vote. We are doing much more direct mail than last time, and 
we have more than 200 volunteers. We are going to every area 
we can possibly go to in order to get visibility. We are seen 
in the Marina, the Richmond, the Sunset. I don’t want to ex- 
clude anyone. We are skilled and committed. We will do 
everything in our power to reach as many people as possible. 
Every vote is critical.’’ 

Two recent polls published on succesive days in the Chroni- 
cle and the Examiner showed Norman’s campaign lagging 
behind those of the incumbents. She dismisses them, but not 
lightly. ‘‘I think it’s unfair that people use those polls to make 
projections s0 as to limit and restrict and control the outcome 
of the election. We are running a different kind of campaign. 
There is no way those polls can be accurate, not according 
to the kind of contact we’ve made. Just look at the kinds of 
endorsements I’ve gotten. 

“*T have ideas on how to win,’’ Norman continues, ‘‘and 
I don’t depend on pollsters. We haven’t made any use of 
political consultants. I think we are far, far ahead of where 
we were last time. We’re everywhere: the Marina, the Excel- 
sior, North Beach, the Sunset, the Richmond. We don’t stop. 
We’re in the Haight, Noe Valley. The endorsements show 
where we are. And I wear my pink triangle wherever I go.”’ 

A victory for Pat Norman will do more than just upset a 
couple of polls. Norman’s campaign will offer San Fran- 
ciscans a clear test of whether grassroots politics can still make 
a difference in deciding who will govern them and how. 


Incumbent: 
Richard Hongisto 


Of the 19 candidates for the Board of Supervisors, only in- 
cumbent Richard Hongisto seems likely to be honored as the 
target of a hit piece. He expects the Police Officers’ Associa- 
tion (POA) to mail districts 45,000 copies of an 11x17 attack 
bearing the caption ‘‘Good Boys Don’t Lie’ to voters in the 
Sunset and Richmond Districts. The caption appears to be 
a take-off on his campaign slogan, ‘‘Keep ’Em Honest, 
Hongisto.’’ He thinks it may also be a reference to his con- 
viction in Marin County ona drunk driving charge, a charge 
he denied. And he thinks it will take its toll. ‘‘Those things 


do,’’ he tells Coming Up!. 

‘‘Negative publicity,’’ he adds, ‘‘is very effective. Hit 
pieces, slanders, lies — they work. People don’t always know 
what to believe, what is true; and when someone puts out a 
hit-piece, it makes a difference.”’ 

An ex-cop himself, he doubts that the POA really quéstions 
his integrity. ‘I create problems for them when I argue before 
the Board because I know where the bodies are buried, and 
my arguments are more telling and more convincing because 
I know how to frame them. People like Tom Bradley and I 
are more trouble for police because when we oppose them, 
we can oppose them effectively.”’ 

Hongisto’s current problems with the police establishment 
go back, he thinks, to his support of police chief Frank Jor- 
dan, who last year asked the Board for more authority to 
discipline officers. ‘‘Basically, it was a small matter. He 
wanted authority to suspend an officer for 30 days, the same 
authority every other city department head has, or the Daly 
City Chief has, or I had when I was Sheriff. I carried the 
legislation for the Chief and the POA became very angry. 
Frankly, I’m not impressed or intimidated by police officers 
and their power, because I was one myself. But I think some 
of the other Supervisors are a little more intimidated by their 
power, which they are demonstrating now. They’re out to 
punish me for having the temerity to support the Chief’s 
resolution.”’ 

Hongisto defends vigorously his support for the Chief. 
‘*One of the worst things a city can have is a bad police force, 
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and one of the best is a good police force. The key to getting 
a good police department is good, solid management. To do 
that you need the ability to discipline the employees of the 
department. Basically, our police force hasn’t changed in the 
last ten years. The only difference is that everyone in it is a 
little bit older.”’ 

Hongisto has had other run-ins with elements on the police 
force. ‘‘I challenged the Cops for Christ for making 
homophobic remarks, and I proposed legislation that said if 
you’ve been making prejudicial statements about groups in 
the community, you cannot be assigned to investigate 
members of those groups. It didn’t pass, and Cops for Christ 
is still active, but they’ve toned it down quite a bit, as far as 
I know, because of my campaign for that legislation, and the 
present Chief will be mare sensitive to that sort of considera- 
tion. But future Chiefs might not be so be so sensitive, and 
past ones haven’t been, so I still think legislation is a good 
idea.”’ 

Although he does not say so explicitly, Hongisto thinks that 
his challenge to the Cops for Christ influenced the decision 
of the San Francisco Examiner to call for his defeat this fall; 
that, and his resolution opposing the home-porting of the bat- 
tleship Missouri in San Francisco, “‘really infuriated them.”’ 
If so, the Examiner’s editorial made no mention of it. Instead, 
the paper labeled him an ‘‘opportunistic headline-grabber’’ 
whose ‘‘performance cannot be measured.’’ The paper 
berated him for the succession of posts he has held : *“ex-cop, 
ex-sheriff, ex-police chief, ex-prison warden.”’ 

The Examiner’s use of ‘‘ex’’ may reflect an undercurrent 
of doubt about Hongisto that is felt outside of the newspaper’s 
editorial offices. Hongisto tells Coming Up! that when he was 
Police Chief in Cleveland, Ohio and Commissioner of the 
New York State Penal System he was distrusted as an out- 
sider, just as outsiders are mistrusted in San Francisco. “We 
will do better,”’ he says, ‘‘if we outgrow that provincialism 
and in fact encourage people to move from city to city to do 


work in professional fields and to develop more professional 
expertise. I think that annoyance with my leaving for the East 
[after six years of Sheriff of San Francisco} is kind of the flip 
side of annoyance with someone coming in from the outside. 
But it’s sort of flattering, because people don’t get mad at you 
for leaving unless they want you to stay....’’ 

Hongisto sees some danger in the city’s elected officials’ 
sense of priorities. ‘“One of my friends on the Board wants 
to give the Mayor a mansion in Golden Gate Park [Carol Ruth 
Silver has proposed turning McLaren Lodge into a Mayoral 
mansion], but our infrastructure — our sewers, streets and 
water system — are alrady in need of repair. The Mayor may 
have a mansion in the park, but nobody in San Francisco will 
be able to flush the toilet after taking a crap. The city’s spen- 
ding priorities are screwed up as a result of my colleagues. 
We’re closing down firehouses to save money. There are 
homeless people living in the streets . People are dying of 
AIDS. Lines of hungry people stand outside Saint Anthony’s 
Dining Room. But they [my colleagues] want to tear down 
the Embarcadero Freeway and replace it with a roadway. 
They propose to spend $70 million on a downtown stadium. 
I reject that out of hand. The homeless and hungry and peo- 
ple with AIDS have to come ahead of ballparks and freeways 
and mansions in the park.”’ 

Despite the liberal nature of his stance on these issues, 
Hongisto is perceived as being more conservative now than 
before. ‘‘I’m in a slightly different position now,’’ he says, 
“‘and I present myself a little differently. I lead fights, such 
as opposing the Missouri, that are largely on the left, and I 
also tweak the nose of the establishment: Prop M, for exam- 
ple, which limits the amount of new office space which can 


be built in SF — I’m one of the sponsors of that. And I * 


haven’t changed on police matters. My view on civil liberties 
and human rights is as it always has been. If I seem a little 
different, it’s because as a Supervisor I have to deal with the 
city’s finances. You can’t spend money you don’t have, and 
I might sound like a fiscal conservative. I think I’m a realist. 
I’ve been a voice for restraint on spending because I see an 
impending fiscal crisis. And I can say that I’ve anticipated 
some in the past. A year ago, I called attention to a $78 million 
deficit, and we cut back spending by $20 million and raised 
another $20 million in taxes.’’ 


The range of endorsements reflects the voter base Hongisto 
has found in his past elections. He runs well across the board. 
Although he does well in the Richmond, one of two areas in 
the city which the POA has targeted, his strongest support 
has come from renters, low-income people, and gay and les- 
bian areas. His strong support for civil liberties has often 
brought him into the forefront on gay-related issues, such as 
censorship, and that has won him the hostility of many of the 
city’s religious fundamentalists and other extremists. ‘‘That’s 
the downside of it,’’ he says, ‘‘but it can’t be helped.’’ 

Hongisto’s willingness to accept the enmity of powerful, 
organized and loud interest groups may cost him the presiden- 
cy of the Board of Supervisors in this election. In spite of that, 
he intends to support another measure which will make his 
position more difficult than it is now: district elections. ‘‘I 
have always supported district elections, though I’m not sure 
that I fit into any niche very well. Molinari is safe in the Rich- 
mond. Britt has strong support in the Castro. Walker can have 
either North Beach or move back to Bernal Heights. But I 
live in a largely Black area, and maybe Supervisor Kennedy 
would want to run from there.”’ 

He appears willing, however, to move one more time. 


Incumbent: 
Nancy Walker 


Described variously as warm and outgoing, but doctrinaire, 
inflexible, with a pretty solid ‘‘socialist core,’’ and even as 
liberal, Nancy Walker shrugs it all off, goes door to door seek- 
ing votes in her bid for re-election to the Board of Supervisors, 
and climbs steadily in the polls. 

“‘T’ve been guilt-by-associationed to death,’’ she told Com- 
ing Up! ‘‘My friends on the left criticize me for being too 
liberal. I am liberal. But I’m a moderate. Mayor Feinstein is 
a moderate, but she’s conservative. The reason she’s done well 
as Mayor is that she understands that no one wins all the 
time.”’ 

Even though leftists, developers, maoists and business peo- 
ple find her too liberal, slightly over half of the San Francisco 
voters who are inclined to vote this year favor her re-election, 
according to a poll taken by the Mervyn Field Organization 
and published by the Chronicle on October 21. A poll pub- 
lished the following day in the Examiner gives her a few 
percentage points less, but, she told Coming Up!, a private 
poll confirms the Field poll. Remarkably, the Chronicle’s poll 
shows that challenger Pat Norman, who most nearly agrees 


with Walker on issues, can expect slightly half the number 
of votes Walker is likely to get. The Examiner’s poll finds Nor- 
man trailing Walker by about four to one. 

“‘l’m an incumbent, ‘‘ Walker explains, when asked about 
the gap between her and Norman. ‘‘Until the last couple of 
years, a lot of people viewed me as a radical, but I’m tested 
now. People know who I am. They know I’m progressive. 
They know I’m willing to take risks. They may not agree with 
me on everything, but they know I’m smart, I care, I work 
hard, and I’ll talk to them.”’ 

Though she doesn’t say so, the dissatisfaction of the 
business community, especially downtown, may have helped 
her by forcing her to take her campaign to the people in a way 
that her more well-heeled rivals on the Board feel is no longer 
necessary for them. ‘‘We have to campaign differently,’’ she 
says. ‘‘We have about 300 volunteers altogether, and we go 
to neighborhoods — the Haight, Eureka-Noe, the Outer Mis- 
sion, and so on — and touch people. We canvass. So far we’ve 
reached about 6,000 people directly, and, of course, house- 
holds provide a multiplier effect. This campaign is people, 
and it feels good to me. It’s an up.”’ 

Would more money help? ‘‘Well,’’ she mused, ‘‘We’ve 
nickled-and-dimed to get to a certain stage, without a lot of 
help from the power brokers in this city. The campaign’s been 
hard, because I haven’t always had enough literature. I went 
to a senior affair with 1,500 people and I didn’t have 1,500 
pieces to put on people’s chairs. So, yes, money makes a dif- 
ference. And I’d have had more goodies for the volunteers. 
We’ve had donuts and sandwiches, but that’s not enough. 
Those people are really doing hard work.”’ 

If, as she says, the campaign is an up and ‘‘a validation for 
a philosophy and all the years of hard work,’’ she nevertheless 
expresses deep dissatisfaction with the present system of city- 
wide elections. She, in fact, vows to bring the City back to 
the system of District Election under which she was first 
elected in 1979. ‘‘A lot of people understand now that they 
just are not getting attention paid to them. A District Super- 
visor pays attention. When it’s citywide, how the hell do you 
know who voted for you? I barely got my feet wet as a District 
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Supervisor, when the special election put us back on citywide 
elections. I hated it. I no longer knew who I was accountable 
to. I kept going back to my district, but I had to go out of 
it, too, and become a presence citywide. Nothing felt good. 
I felt unconnected.”’ 

Typically, however, she responded creatively to her discom- 
fort. ‘‘District Nine would always be a touchstone, but I had 
to build an agenda and a citywide constituency. We had a ma- 
jority of women on the Board, and women representatives 
in Congress after Phil [Burton] died. I thought, this is crazy: 
we have a woman-dominated power structure but we haven’t 
accomplished diddly for women. So I developed a women’s 
agenda that included issues such as domestic violence, child 
care, comparable worth, women in the trades, and sexual 
harassment. I pursued that finite constituency. That was a 
grounding of a sort. But it wasn’t just the women’s move- 
ment or the left, because it included minority people and gay 
people who have been discriminated against for all the same 
reasons. It made me feel increasingly connected.’’ Consistent 
with that agenda, she has at least one lesbian, Kate Monico- 
Klein, on her staff. 

Walker’s development shows a clear progression from 
District Supervisor concerned with mostly neighborhood 
issues to that of a Supervisor-at-large finding a theme that 
would connect her with inchoate groups throughout the city 
and, finally, to a body of problems that transcend neighbor- 
hoods and particular constituencies. At the same time, the 
prospect that she will be the front-runner in the coming elec- 
tion and automatically become President of the Board of 
Supervisors inevitably raises speculation that she will become 
a candidate for Mayor. She brushed the question aside as one 
that arises only because it is implicit in the way citywide elec- 
tions work in the minds of journalists. The Presidency of the 
Board ‘‘matters to me,”’ she says, ‘‘only because I think we 
can do things better procedurally.’’ Wendy Nelder also has 
a fair chance at getting the most votes and thus becoming 
Board President. Meetings at which Nelder presided are still 
remembered in City Hall as procedural nightmares. 

One method of casting a vote might put Walker over the 
top: bullet voting. ‘‘I have to hope people will bullet vote for 
me,”’ says Walker. ‘‘All of the candidates running are think- 
ing about it.”’ 

In bullet voting, a vote casts her or his ballot for only one 
of the five candidates. The four other candidates are deprived 
of that voter’s votes. The vote for the single candidate thus 
counts more heavily. In the case of candidates such as Walker 
and Norman, who are conducting grassroots campaigns with 
only a half, or less, of the money available to their com- 
petitors, bullet voting can help to undermine the effect of big 
money in the campaigns. From another point of view, the 
voter is merely doing what is done in District elections, voting 
for just one candidate. ‘‘I’ll have a hell of a time knowing who 
they are, if they vote for me,’’ Walker commented. “‘In a 
district, I would know.”’ 

If any single issue weighed most heavily on Walker during 
the course of her discussion with Coming Up!, it was ‘“‘know- 
ing where the votes come from.”’ The issue, for her, is one 
of accountability. ‘‘For me to accomplish things for my 
district, [ had to help others accomplish things for theirs. 
Everybody looked at how citywide issues would effect the peo- 
ple in their district. Citywide is a whole different ball-game: 
money, politicking, competition among members.”’ 

Above all, says Walker, ‘‘I believe in democracy. People 
have to understand that their vote really matters, I don’t care 
whether it’s dogshit or drugs or world peace, not only does 
your vote matter, your vote counts. Some people see the 
possibility of me coming in first as a demonstration of the fact 
that their vote counts.”’ 
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edi in pale Moly the Castro/ Valencia € Co 
Center. Offering classes in foreign language 
therapy, creative writing, career counseling and other skills, 
the Castro/Valencia Center is now operating at maximum 
capacity and falls far short of current demand from the com- 
munity. Wotman wants to make the Center a full time facility. 
“‘We need a center,”’ he says, ‘where people can go dur- 
ing the day, and we need more classes at night. But the idea 
seems to get the usual reception from the Board: ‘Gee, we 
don’t have enough money.’ Nothing seems to happen on the 
Board without inordinate pressure. It’s time to bring that 
pressure to bear on behalf of the lesbian and gay communi- 
ty. You know, gay people come here from all over the coun- 
try. We have kids on Polk Street who come here without the 
skills they need to participate in San Fran 
well-being. A Castro/Valencia Center could help them get 
those skills so they don’t have to end up hustling. We have 
to make vocational skills a major mission and bring them into 
the neighborhood.” _ 
Wotman also sees the Castro/Valencia as of value to the 


lesbian/gay community in other ways. ‘‘One of the ways,” 


he says, ‘“‘that Chinese, Black and Hispanic teachers and ad- 
ministrators have gotten jobs in this city has been through the 
presence of Community College Centers in the neighbor- 
hoods, because that way you create new jobs in those com- 
munities. The Castro/Valencia Center might do the same 
thing for gay and lesbian teachers and administrators, who 
are very unhappy with the way things are right now. They feel 
that when the hiring process begins, they may be interviewed, 

but they are never chosen, and that they are discriminated 
against. So I think that Tim Wolfred needs some support on 
the Board. We need to highlight the issue and make sure that 
gay and lesbian and other minority teachers get a fair shake.”’ 


If Wotman’s appeal for gay votes in the coming election 
candidly stresses the needs and interests of the lesbian/gay 
community, he nevertheless favors changes in college system 
which would impact on all communities in the city. He 
strongly favors expansion of the college’s small business in- 
stitute. ‘‘It’s really necessary,’’ he says, ‘‘in the era of en- 
trepreneurship. When I graduated from law school, I 
thought I could just hang up a shingle. It’s not like that any 
more. The smallest businesses have to deal with medical 
plans, taxes, workers’ compensation, insurance, even com- 
puters and complex accounting. The Small Business Institute 
can make that available to the people who need it.” 

The changing role of the community college, he thinks, 
reflects the nature of the changes that are taking place in 
society. “You now need more training for white collar and 
technical jobs. The community college can give you that. 
You can’t beat the deal it offers: $50 per semester. 

‘‘Right now, there are a lot of problems. Only 17% of the 
students transfer to four-year schools. The teachers are 
unhappy because the _— is one ie hesiay part- -timers 


amaving: You can’t learn well in a class: like that.”” 
Wotman’s plans for City College appear to have won him 
broad support outside of lesbian and gay areas of the city.

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Tom Hayden: 
Friend or Big Brother?

Imagine a society where anyone convicted of 
a minor crime, taking part in a political 
demonstration, for example, could be required 
to participate in a longterm involuntary ‘‘treat- 
ment’’ program where they were forced to take 
very powerful mind control drugs that made it 
impossible to think or talk clearly or read, and 
which eventually caused a hideous Parkinsons- 
like disease for which there was no cure. 

Sound like 1984? Actually the date is 1986, 
and a bill to that effect made it past the Califor- 
nia Assembly and Senate in late August, when 
the five or six representatives of groups like the 
California Network of Mental Health Clients, 
the ACLU, and the California Association of 
Mental Health Patients Rights Advocates, who 
normally keep track of and lobby against 
repressive social control legislation, were almost 
all away on vacation. The bill reached the Gover- 
nor’s desk, where it was vetoed on October | 
(probably because of the fiscal burden it would 
impose, according to some observers). The bill 
was Assembly Bill 3338, and it was authored by 
none other than the former radical activist, Tom 
Hayden. 

In Hayden’s bill, any person convicted of a 
misdemeanor would be required, as a condition 
of probation, to undergo psychiatric treatment, 
if in the opinion of the ‘‘county mental health 
director or other qualified mental health profes- 
sionals’’ the person could ‘‘benefit’’ from man- 
datory outpatient treatment. The professional 
would then be required to submit reports ‘‘in no 
case less than every four months’’ to the court 
about how the person was progressing. If the 
person refused to comply with the treatment pro- 
gram, his or her probation could be revoked. 

One of the mainstays of both inpatient and 
outpatient treatment programs in this country 
are the neuroleptic drugs, such as Thorazine, 
Prolixin, Stelazine, Mellaril and Haldol. (The 
last is often used on political dissidents in the 
Soviet Union when they are incarcerated in psy- 
chiatric institutions.) One of the common effects 
of neuroleptics if used over a period of time, 
which varies with the recipient, is a form of per- 
manent brain damage called Tardive Dyskinesia, 
or T.D. This condition is characterized by gro- 
tesque and rhythmic involuntary movements of 
the face and limbs, cheek-puffing, lip-smacking, 
chomping of the jaws, repeated tongue thrusts, 
difficulty speaking and swallowing, and jerking 
of the wrists, fingers and feet. 

T.D. is well documented in the psychiatric 
literature, and a particularly thorough discussion 
is found in a book by Peter Breggin, M.D. called 
Psychiatric Drugs: Hazards to the Brain (Spring- 
er Publishing, NYC). Other acknowledged ef- 
fects of neuroleptics are impaired vision, drool- 
ing, impaired speech, dizziness, extreme sensi- 
tivity to sunlight, constant writhing and jiggling, 
painful muscle spasms, and so on. One of the 
listed ‘‘side effects’? is ‘‘sudden death.”’ 
Although the reasons for this reaction are also 
numerous, a New York medical examiner made 
national news a few years ago when he revealed 
that 30% of all deaths of mental patients in 
Rockland County were directly attributable to 
the use of psychiatric drugs which caused pa- 
tients to aspirate their own vomit. The ex- 
aminer, Frederick Zugibe, emphasized, ‘“These 
deaths are not from overdoses. The deaths are 
occuring at the therapeutic dosage level.”’ (A bill 
by Senator McCorquodale requiring that in- 
voluntary psychiatric patients be told the effects 
of these drugs — even though they still do not 
have the right to refuse them — was signed into 
law by Deukmejian last month.) 

Tom Hayden’s enthusiasm for psychiatric 
mind control is not even matched by others in 
the legislature or the Department of Mental 
Health itself. Another bill introduced by Hayden 
which failed to get enough support to pass the 


Assembly would have provided for a change in - 


the commitment criteria (for psychiatric incar- 
ceration) from being someone who is “‘unable 
to provide for food, clothing or shelter as a result 
of a mental disorder,” the way the law reads 
now, to someone who is “‘unable to provide for 
food, clothing; shelter or health.”’ (As a friend

of mine cynically remarked, that’s one way to 
drum up business for his wife’s exercise pro- 
gram... And after all, Jane Fonda did play a 
psychiatrist in her last.movie.) The bill also 
would have abolished manyof the due process 
protections in the current law for people facing 
long-term commitment, such as the right to a 
jury trial, the right to a formal courtroom hear- 
ing, and the right to proof ‘‘beyond a reasonable 
doubt.’’ One possible reason for Hayden’s de- 
sire to put more unruly people under mandatory 
psychiatric treatment is his apparent dislike of 
all the homeless people sleeping on the beach in 
Santa Monica, where he and his celebrity wife 
share a house near the beach. (It would be so 
much less aggravation if these people could all 
be put away somewhere, or at the very least kept 
in a state of drugged passivity.) Apparently the 
affects of the Reagan administration’s economic 
policies and cutbacks in funding for human 
needs has not entered strongly into Hayden’s 
calculations. 

The Department of Mental Health and the 
Conference of Local Mental Health Directors, 
not always known for being in the forefront of 
the struggle to protect patients’ rights, opposed 
Hayden’s outpatient commitment bill. Even for 
the Department of Mental Health, the specula- 
tion that some people might ‘‘benefit from psy- 
chiatric treatment”’ is not sufficient grounds to 
institute a massive program of involuntary out- 
patient treatment. 

Hayden’s bill is dead, but the move to drasti- 
cally revise California’s commitment laws to 
eliminate due process provisions for inpatient 
commitment and institute mandatory outpatient 
treatment as an extension of inpatient treatment 
is still very much alive. Groups such as the 


_ California Psychiatric Association, the Califor- 


nia Alliance for the Mentally Il] (composed of 
parents of current and former patients), and the 
California Conference of Local Mental Health 
Directors have been working on-guidelines to 
revise California’s laws in that direction. 

As a result of pressure from the parents’ 
organizations and psychiatric associations in 
other states, laws permitting ‘‘preventative’’ out- 
patient commitment for persons not currently 
considered to be dangerous to themselves or 
others, but who are considered ‘“‘likely’’ to 
become so, have been passed in Hawaii, North 
Carolina, Georgia, Vermont, and Tennessee. 
The courts have repeatedly found that predic- 
tions of future dangerousness or disability are 
unconstitutional as criteria for civil commit- 
ment, so it remains to be seen how long these 
laws will stay in effect, and whether similar laws 
will be enacted elsewhere. 

If you think the solutions to poverty and 
homelessness do not lie in more forced drugg- 
ing and commitment, write your local represen- 
tatives in the state legislature, and your local 
mental health director, and let them know your 
views.

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Jane Dornacker: 
In Memory

everal months ago my phone rang at 

about 5:30 in the morning. ‘‘Gene,”’ the 

voice called through a helluva racket, 
“it’s Jane.”’ 

I can’t hear you,”’ I said. 

‘‘That’s the traffic,’’ she said. ‘‘I’m at an open 
phone on Riveride Drive. Can you....’” A con- 
voy of trucks was practicing mating calls on their 
horns. 

“I can’t hear you,’’ I yelled from my 
bedroom. 

‘I can’t hear you,”’ she yelled from Riverside 
Drive. ‘‘I’ll call back.”’ 

Whatever it was she wanted either solved itself 
or she forgot about it an hour later. 

Jane was everybody’s best friend. Just ask 
anyone who knew her. She was not above bor- 
rowing your last $5 to give to somebody who 
needed it more than you did. She never said ‘‘no’ 
to a benefit, and she performed for every cause 
— for children, for the elderly, for women, for 
gays. Her heart was bigger than the whole of her 
parts. 

A 1970s fixture on Polk Street, she performed 
with Leila and The Snakes at The Palm. Six feet 
tall, hair teased in all directions, a ribbon at her 
throat, a wide grin on her carelessly lipsticked 
mouth, she was a traffic stopper.’ 

‘‘Who was that?” / 

‘‘That was Jane Dornacker.”’ 

Migrating into stand-up comedy, she con- 


tinued to sing such original songs as ‘‘Don’t - 
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Touch Me There’’ and ‘‘Drag Queen,”’ and per- 
formed her wildly demented routine about 
Marge, the ‘‘snackologist.’’ (Who can forget 
those bug-eyed glasses and that enormous var- 
nished purse that had been made out of a dead 
Cadillac?) She won three Cabaret Gold Awards 
for outstanding comedian, picked up critical 
kudos for her role as Nurse Murch in ‘‘The Right 
Stuff’? and took top billing over Whoopie 
Goldberg at a Great American Music Hall gig. 

She played every club from The Other Cafe 
to the Valencia Rose, from the Open Theatre to 
Mame’s and she played a lot of benefits at some 
of our raunchier leather bars. 

In 1981, Jane moved to KFRC as the City’s 
resident ‘“‘trafficologist,’’ and created a whole 
new lexicon for harried drivers. She turned traf- 
fic into an art form and she knew it well, peddl- 
ing her bike from home in the Haight to her 
radio job in the financial district. 

Once when I was driving downtown on Bush, 
I had stopped for a red light and Jane pulled 
alongside me on my right. She was wearing an 
outlandish pink outfit with horizontally banded 
hose. A truck pulled up on her right, a window 
rolled down, a hand reached out and handed her 
arose. The light turned green and Jane took off. 

I was intrigued. I called her. ‘‘Who was the 
guy in the truck with the rose?’ I asked. 

“I didn’t see his face,’’ she said, ‘‘but it was 
a long stem.”’ 

Jane was an innocent in an adult world and 
it was perfectely natural that she should live by 
that convenient adage, ‘‘Never apologize, never 
explain.”’ She was flamboyant, frank, open and 
still a very private woman. 

Yet, everyone who speaks of her describes a 
different person. She was all of them. 

So long, Jane.

he pink-cheeked lady at the front desk 

seemed sure we'd like it: ‘‘Oh yes, dear, 

it’s a lot of fun.”’ Eliza pulled me out 
of the doorway at the ballroom dancing class 
and hissed, ‘‘Do you see who’s in there?’’ I 
scanned the crowd for ex-girlfriends, but she 
meant the general demographics — at first 
glance mostly male, average age: 60. As we 
looked longer, we saw that there was a mixture 
of ages and, in fact, a preponderance of women. 
Not that we were being ageist or sexist; surely 
someone from the swing era checking out a class 
in slam-dancing would feel the same trepidation 
at being out of place. 

We opted to hover in the doorway to the large, 
gym-like room, which was mirrored on one side, 
and watch the goings-on. The three Bloody 
Marys I’d had after work inspired me to a devil- 
may-care desire to plunge in feet first, but Eliza 
was more cautious. The teacher, Irene, a trim 
martinet in chiffon hair and dress, was outlin- 
ing the basics. She faced the expectant class with 
her ramrod back to the mirror. Two lieutenants, 
Jack and Margaret, worked the phonograph in 
a corner, occasionally lapsing into conversation

and needing a prod from the teacher to start the 
music. Irene wore a small microphone pinned 
to her lapel, the better to herd us with. The bet- 
ter to be herd. 

After 20 minutes of observing the fun, we 
forked over 4 bucks each and sauntered in, 
shucking outer garments and trying out a few

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preliminary glides and dips. Irene did not want 
anyone gliding and dipping just yet, thank you. 
Evidently it is a common misconception of 
beginners that they can have ‘‘flair’’ while they 
are learning. We were to practice the box-step 
(long-short, short-long, short-short) with no 
bouncing or swinging. We all faced the mirror 
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and stepped dutifully, muttering ‘‘long-short’’ 
under our breaths, bumping into each other and 
catching periodic depressing glimpses of 
ourselves in the glass. Mine were depressing, 
anyway — my hips seemed to assume mythic 
proportions. 

Despite the fact that the class was held at the 
Harvey Milk Community Center in the Duboce 
Triangle, a fairly gay neighborhood, the other 
30 to 40 people in class were straight. Or straight- 
acting and appearing, as they say in the ads. We 
had expected at least a couple of boys getting in 
shape for tea-dances, but no. And Irene was not 
wild about the idea of two women dancing 
together. Well, actually, I guess that was OK, 
because usually there was a surplus of women 
(or a dearth of men, depending on your view- 
point), and women would dance together a lit- 
tle just to practice. Maybe it was the idea of a 
female couple that didn’t fit the Ginger and Fred 
equation. Eliza and I took the lessons so we 
could trip the light fantastic as partners. In 
ballroom dancing, one person leads and the 
other follows. In this class, that meant the men 
learned to lead and the women to follow. We 
would clasp each other and sneak in a few ten- 
tative steps at the beginning of class until Irene 
of the gimlet gaze or one of her henchpeople ap- 
peared. ‘‘Girls, get into a circle. The men will 
advance every couple of minutes.’’ 

This set-up ensured that every woman got to 
dance with a man, although there were not 
enough men to go around. The women would

The Other Gay 
Games Champs 


) There has been a small, dedicated group of 


olunteers who, from the early stages of Gay 
‘Games II, have understood the vision and the 
philosophy of the Games. They have doggedly 
pursued that vision and saw the project right 
through to its wonderful coficlusion. 

This group is the San Francisco Arts and 
Athletics Board of Directors. And the past four 
years have been extremely risky for them. They 
knew, even when we were operating on bor- 
rowed money, that the United States Olympic 
Committee was out to destroy us and discredit 
our event. They knew that the liabilities for the 
actions of anyone associated with the project 
would and could become a personal liability. 
They knew the corporate veil surrounding non- 
profit organizations was thin indeed, and that 
as directors they would be very vulnerable. 

On top of all that, they also knew there would 
be an ever-escalating number of meetings, re- 
quired attendance at fundraisers and, in general, 
a significant disruption of their lives for the pur- 
pose of making the dream a reality. 

And what do these individuals gain from all 
that dedication? There is no financial compen- 
sation, only risk. There are no material benefits 
whatsoever. They frequently have to suffer 
criticism and even intolerance, even from 
employees and volunteers who forget that the 
Board member is also a volunteer and has taken 
on responsibility for raising money and assum- 
ing all of the risks. It is the same with most 
Boards, but here the stakes are very high. 

Not one of the present Board ever thought of 
leaving. Actually, when we began in 1983, there 
were 32 members on the Board. It paired itself 
down to 13 by 1985. 

Here’s who they are:

They are the real unsung heroes of the Games. 
They deserve lots of thanks and recognition 
from our community, and I hope that whenever 
you encounter them individually you will express 
your feelings about what they have 
accomplished. 

Let me tell you now about our most recent 
Board meeting (yes, they do continue). 

We will publish a financial statement as soon 
as the final figures are in. I can at least tell you 
that SFAA has once again successfully produced 
the Gay Games in the black. Just barely, as in 
1982, but nevertheless, in the black. Not bad 
considering an almost total volunteer organiza- 
tion with a budget of around $750,000. The 
Board is justifiably ecstatic and proud about this 
and, I might add, relieved. Congratulations on 
a job well done. 

The other outstanding news, if you haven’t 
already heard, is the announcement that our 
petition to the United States Supreme Court over 
the use of the term ‘‘Olympic’’ has been ac- 
cepted and finally puts the United States Olym- 
pic Committee on the defensive, where they 


should have been all along. 

One of our Board members, Mary Dunlap, 
has been our attorney and our inspiration since 
the issue began. She has been brilliant over the 
past four years in spite of the lower court set- 
backs. Her optimism and knowledge that we 
would eventually prevail never flagged, and the 
Supreme Court decision is a vindication of her 
perseverence. ‘ 

I wish we could sell tickets to the oral 
arguments next April/May in Washington. 
Mary is awesome, and I would not want to be 
the opposing attorney on this issue. Look for 
Mary to be speaking at some fundraisers in the 
near future. You’ll love this woman. 

Well, unless something quite unusual occurs 
between now and next May, I will no longer

Vancouver, B.C., has the torch for the next 
Games in 1990, and we will be supporting them 
in every way possible. We expect they will grow 
and be nurtured by the capable team that has 
been assembled in Vancouver. 

San Francisco Arts and Athletics will no 
doubt continue to exist. We are all taking a much 
needed rest before we decide on new projects. 
Whatever we decide, they will be consistent with 
our goals of bringing people from all quarters 
together in the most positive and visible ways. 
We will continue to address the issue of sexism 
in the gay community. Perhaps that was our 
most successful activity in the recent Games, and 
it is not appropriate to abandon that 
momentum. 

Other issues also need nurturing. It was 
wonderful to see so many people of color in the 
Games. It was equally inspiring to see a narrow- 
ing of the generation gap, and the heartwarm- 
ing cooperation and affection among the dif- 
ferent geographic areas. Hey, it was a really 
good thing and we want to do more. 

Thank you, San Francisco Gay Community, 
for your support and encouragement in produc- 
ing Gay Games II and the Procession of the 
Arts.

Try Rhyolite: No it’s not a new diet 
water, it’s the name of the proposed all-gay town 
near the California border. Yeah, even better 
than SF and with cleaner air... Fred Schoon- 
maker is trying to find 50 to 75 ‘‘pioneers’” to 
build cabins and restore the small ghost town in- 
to a thriving gay community. Neighbors in near- 
by Beatty, five miles away, have not called out 
the welcome wagon. Republican assemblywom- 
an Gaylyn Springs says she will fight it all the 
way up to the legislature. ‘‘Nevada.is trying to 
clean up it’s image... I don’t think this will be 
a welcome tourist attraction.’’ As for employ- 
ment, the economy of Rhyolite is not exactly 
booming. It’s current population of four sup- 
ports one bar and a few decrepit buildings. But, 
hey, Las Vegas is only 120 miles away. 


Or Maybe Oregon: And for you gals, how about 
Oregon, the state with the highest ranking in 
terms of equal rights for women. Newsweek re- 
ports that although Oregon only rates 59.9 on 
a full equality scale of 100, it tops the lists of 
places prime for women in professional, mana- 
gerial, political and judicial jobs, as well as has 
passed the most laws protecting women’s rights. 
Next in order of equality are Michigan, Alaska, 
Maine, with California ranking a low 7th. Worst 
places for women? Guess Mississippi, Alabama, 
South Carolina, Arkansas, and then surprisingly 
enough, Vermont. I dunno, though, Oregon’s 
a bit wet... 


Pll Try There Though: This seems to be shap- 
ing up into a veritable catalog of far-away 
places, doesn’t it?

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‘You Be Dance, Child...’’ 
Caravan/Movement and Sound 
0 Vertigo Danse 

Notes on AIDS and Dance, Part Il

he standing-room, one-night-only 

crowd for the debut of Caravan/ 

Movement and Sound, a new modern 
dance company directed by Priscilla Regalado 
and Hassan al Falak, sensed an expressive elec- 
tricity in the air on a full-moon Friday night at 
Laney College Theatre in Oakland. The massive 
East Bay Dance Series — itself a visionary ac- 
complishment and much-needed phenomenon 
— should justly preen its feathers at the launch- 
ing of Caravan, which might have been merely 
another routine festival offshoot. Instead, the 
company immediately and auspiciously leapt in- 
to the forefront of the Bay Area modern dance 


scene, a venue of late overcome by sloppy and > 


neuraesthetic indulgence. Al Falak and 
Regalado are jazz dancers in the purest sense. 
Together they possess powerful technical vir- 
tuosity and limpid, theatrically fearless 
choreographic invention from delicate sensuality 
to bizarre orgies of inspired lunacy. And they do 
dance, child. Without curtseys to minimalism or 
commercial artifice. 

If al Falak is heir apparent to the leadership 
role formerly held by the late Ed Mock, he rose 
to the occasion and set a new plateau for his 
work with this concert. Regalado, who is Latin, 
and al Falak, who is Black, have assembled the 
most racially integrated local troupe around (an 
1l-member company of Filipinos, Chinese, 
Blacks, Slavs, Italians, Latins, Jews and others), 
and they’re also the most varied in body sizes 
and shapes. This company is a microcosm of the 
world at large. Even in this respect, 
Caravan/Dance radiates artistry rather than 
politically correct poseurisms. All the dancers 
have special talents and Regalado and al Falak 
go under their skins to fertilize individual per- 
sonalities and stylistic accents. 

It was also an evening of the cleanest lighting 
design offered locally this season, including 
work at the major dance houses. Lighting was 
absorbed into the choreographic palette with 
tender and sophisticated unity of form in strik- 
ing pastels and shadow-plays. Credit goes to 
Jose Maria Francos, who lit the entire program 
beautifully. 

Foremost to cheer about was Caravan’s use 
of live music. The opening work, Night Chant, 
with exotically percussive accompaniment by 
Kenneth Nash (positioned on side stage, sur- 
rounded by a retinue of Harry Partch-ish in- 
struments), featured al Falak in a solo created 
for him by Regalado. Dripping renversé attitude 
promenades melted into Afro-Cuban walks and 
port de bras in slow, unfolding strokes of 
superbly articulated movement. From the outset 
we saw the keen awareness these artists have for 
one another. 

Al Falak’s control was commanding enough 
to leave us unprepared for the madness of his 
new major work, Neon Village, which came 
next. Set for ten dancers to a collage new wave 
score and costumed to the nines in wacked out 
Miro colors by Terry Kadera, this piece hit a sur- 
real mine-field containing extremely difficult 
allegro group formations that increased 
in complexity and delicious eccentricity. Al 
Falak’s use of canon layered upon frequent en- 
trances and exits gave this boogie-crazed tribe 
of celebrants a burning energy that continued to 
astonish for the work’s 25-minute duration. The 
program noted the dancers’ ‘‘creative contribu- 
tions’’ to Neon Village, not surprising consider- 
ing the total absorption and commitment with 
which they danced. Neon Village reminded me 
of many things: the Benny Hill Show (particular-

ly Benny’s frenzied chase scenes), Powell and 
Market Streets at rush hour, some of the more 
intense queens at Trocadero when they decide 
to all go off at once, or a music video co- 
choreographed by Merce Cunningham, the wild 
man of Borneo, a Soul Train dancer and Frances 
Farmer. The technical polish required to keep 
the unison ensemble work — much movement 
was done double and triple time — was so 
demanding my eyes scanned furiously for an out 
of place arm or leg, but to no avail. These kids 
were on. 

Next was Bird Calls, a solo for Regalado by 
al Falak to music of two Charlies: Mingus and 
Parker. Dressed in a man’s suit and hat, 
Regalado oozed through some smooth turns and 
curvaceous extensions. Program notes for this 
piece mentioned the ‘‘exhilaration and terror of 
the jazz musician in a hostile society.’’ If this 
theme was utilized, I missed the angst. Bird Calls 
appeared to be a lyrical etude that was more 
serpentine than somber. As such, it succeeded. 

Paradise, a pas de deux danced by the two 
choreographers, premiered with live music by 
Kent Hayward (formerly of World Beat band 
Mapenzi) who created and performed an original 
score for this piece. Regalado and al Falak ex- 
plored the rhythmic pulse of Hayward’s lush 
sonic landscape with playful ahd spirited part- 
nering. A chameleous gear-shifting from jazz to 
modern techniques was accomplished with 
authority in both areas. And their joy in per- 
forming clearly was contagious to the audience, 
which by this time in the program was breathing, 
shouting and clapping along with them in an ar- 
dorous synch. 


But all of the fine elements offered by 
Caravan didn’t prophesy the ecstatic work that 
closed the program. Regalado’s Danzon, set to 
music by Weather Report with marvelous 
costumes by Carolyn Klismith, was a stunning, 
sunny and classically geometric explosion of 
gorgeous dancing for ten Caravan dancers. In- 
spired by Spanish court dances brought to Cuba 
in the 18th century, Danzon began with a slow 
processional march to the stage from the rear of 
Laney’s sloping theater, the dancers establishing 
with each step a heartbeat which evolved later 
in the work to be ravishing counterpoints of 
kaleidoscopic patterns rich in Latin passion. 
Klismith’s designs — women in white, knee- 
length butterfly dresses with fans fluttering in 
their hands, and the men in simple white pants 
— were so dancey by themselves, the dancers 
literally seemed to float in them. Regalado’s 
choreographic gifts give cleavage to her past 


‘work with greats like Donald McKayle, Bella 


Lewitsky and Mia Slavenska, and she has 
learned well from them. 

The final standing ovation wasn’t the usual 
yelping of friends and relatives. It was a sincere 
acknowledgement for these two multi-talented 
choreographers, who now must take their suc- 
cess on to further, expanded performances. 
Caravan/Movement and Sound couldn’t have 
arrived at a better time on the Bay Area dance 
scene. Welcome, bravo and encore! 


0 Vertigo Danse 

The first two syllables of O Vertigo Danse, a 
company from Montreal that performed at the 
New Performance Gallery as part of the 
American Inroads series, form the English word 
‘‘overt.’? And that’s an understatement. 
Directed by Canadian dancemaker Ginette 
Laurin, they represent the Gallic new wave of 
anything goes choreography. The five-member 
company displayed three pieces of ultra-physical 
shenanigans, flaunting a dizzying aplomb that 
convulses like Holy Rollers on a roller coaster. 
Dancers fly about in random and repeated 
thrusts of energy, frequently directly at each 
other, toward no particular destination, without 
semblance of narrative or thematic outline: sort 
of a St. Vitus’ dance for the ’80s. 

The first work, Crash Landing, was a duet 
danced by Jacqueline Lemieux (a diminutive 
cannonball of combustion) and Marc Boivin (an 
elongated rubberman with animated attack in 
his turns and balances) who ignored sexual roles 
and frequently one another, as they ran around

the stage, coming together occasionally for some. 


very original, and dangerous, lifts that em- 
phasized velocity and high-voltage contact. 

Lemieux and Boivin are admirable dancers, 
but their charm couldn’t save Crash Landing 
from crashing into terpsechorean redundancy. 
The program’s final-work, Etude II (Avec Tables 
et Chaises), was a much stronger effort, featur- 
ing two couples seated around a cabaret table. 
Coutoured in suits and party dresses, the dancers 
assumed awkward frozen poses on chairs. With 
a whistle in his mouth, Boivin signalled the 
dancers into segments of suspended outbursts of 
crazyhouse shakin’, the highlight being when 
one of the women mounted a table and 
regurgitated a spastic rendition of an Edith Piaf 
song. 

Our local company, Contraband, works ina 
similar vein as O Vertigo, but they create 
thematic imagery of much more substantial 
nature. Victor Schneider’s lighting was im- 
pressive, however, and American Inroads 
deserves recognition for their innovative pro- 
gramming in the season ahead. 


A Final Note: 


Congratulations of the highest order go to 
some big names in the dance industry, who have 
publicly supported the Shanti Project and other 
AIDS assistance organizations, including: 
Mikhail Baryshnikov, Michael Smuin, Paula 
Tracy and Evelyn Cisneros. The leadership these 
artists have taken cannot be applauded loudly 
enough. Natalia Makarova has reportedly also 
made a TV commercial in support of AIDS 
research. And the Bay Area Dance Coalition 
featured a comprehensive cover story in the 
September issue of its widely read news/calendar 
covering the AIDS issue, in detail, as it relates 
to the dance community. With the sad passing 
of the the world’s best dance photographer, 
Kenn Duncan, and A.B.T. principal dancer 
Charles Ward (among others) recently, it’s ap- 
parent that AIDS will continue to affect our art 
form for some time. However, now that major 
dance professionals are uniting and speaking out 
to fight this disease and the bigotry that sur- 
rounds it, others will have the courage and in- 
spiration to create benefit performances, raise 
funds and foster education. A step toward 
maturity, compassion and a cure has been taken 
by the dance community. We need now only 
follow that road. To quote Theophile Gautier 
(writer of the poetic scenario for Giselle): 
‘*Everything passes. Powerful art alone is eter- 
nal. The marble outlasts the citadel.’’ 
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The Rocky 
Horror Shows: 


t’s raunchy. It’s raucous. It’s outrageous. 
It’s an orgy of rock nostalgia on both 
sides of the footlights. 

It’s The Rocky Horror Show in all its gory 
glory — the strutting, preening and primping 
that induces the cult members of the audience 
into near hysteria. All your old favorites are 
here, dressed to the nines. And sometimes 
undressed. 

Not necessarily in order of appearance, you’ll 
recall sleazy transvestite/mad scientist Frank N. 
Furter, who is astonishingly invested with bite 
by normally suave Scott Rankine. Making his 
first entrance with the show’s big number, 
“Sweet Transvestite,’’ Rankine immediately 
reveals the breadth of his talent. And we all 
thought he was the ultimate Noel Coward! 

Then there’s Riff Raff, the fawning, slither- 
ing faithful retainer played and sung with con- 
siderable skill by Jae Ross. Setting the tone for 
what is to follow, Ross is especially fine as he 
leads Magenta and Columbia through a rousing 
“Time Warp.”’ 

Nerdy Brad, who must endure unrelieved in- 
sults from the audience, is portrayed by Dennis 
L. Herlici, and his innocent fiance, Janet, who 
must endure considerable ravishment, is played 
by Maureen McVerry. Handsome Linda 
McCulloch opens and closes the show as the 
Usherette, then changes quickly into the 
salacious Magenta. Alison Ehlers is Columbia. 

Tim Di Pasqua delivers an especially fine bit 
as the short-lived Eddie, and is resurrected in the 
second act as wheelchair-bound Dr. Scott. 

Rocky, the blond god who is manufactured 
in Frank N. Furter’s laboratory for his personal 
sexual pleasures, is played by Craig Oldfather. 
Undoubtedly cast for his physique as well as 
other attributes (curly blonde hair, etc.), 
Oldfather’s squeaky, high-pitched voice offers 
a fine counterpoint to the prevalent gutteral rock 
surrounding him. (Once seduced by Janet, 
however, his voice drops to the macho timbre 
of a baritone.) 

What can one say about the plot? You prob- 
ably saw the musical the first time around. Or 
you undoubtedly saw the movie. At least you 
remember the old Frankenstein and Bela Lugosi 
movies. Well, that’s the plot — all of them, 
mishmashed together. Stormy night. Virginal 
couple trapped in a creaky castle by a sex-mad 
scientist. A chorus of crazed singing and danc- 
ing Transylvanians. It’s your typical Saturday 
morning children’s cartoon — X-rated. 

In 1973, The Rocky Horror Show was a 
shocker. That — and some serviceable rock 
music — was the whole gimmick. But anyone 
who’s been to the Castro Street Fair or crossed 
paths with the Sisters of P.I. may not be par- 
ticularly jolted by the sight of Scott Rankine 
flouncing up and down those Ziegfield stairs in 
treacherous heels, Merry Widow corset and 
towering headpiece of ostrich feathers. (In a 
delightful bit of whimsey, Rankine’s hairdresser 
has given him an upswept do with not one but 
two silver streaks ala The Bride of Frankenstein.) 

So today, for most of us, Rocky Horror is a 
nostalgia trip. But for about a quarter of the au- 
dience, this show is a living, breathing Thing. It’s 
a Happening, and they’re part of it. Like the 
movie’s groupies, they anticipate every line, 
shout questions and answers (most of them ex- 
plicitly sexual) and on the whole, contrive to be 
a part of what’s happening on stage. 

This audience — and let’s hope it doesn’t con- 
stitute a trend — seemedto take particular 
delight in disrupting the narrator, faultlessly por- 
trayed by comedian Michael McShane. It wasn’t 
always easy to hear McShane from the opposite 
side of the house, but it was often hopeless when 
the groupies were hurling jibes at him. The jibes, 
seldom hurled in unison, did not endear 
themselves to those of us who might have en- 
joyed McShane’s droll delivery. 
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Albert Takazauckas (most recently of Sharon 
and Billy) whipped it all together with con- 
siderable help from choreographer Patricia Har- 
rington, musical director William Tracy, lighting 
designer Kurt Landisman and the spooky sets 
and other-worldly costumes of Glynn Kelly. Sign 
language translations are by Steven Fritsch 
Rudser. 

The Rocky Horror Show plays Tuesdays through 
Sundays through November 30 at the Theatre on the 
Square.

Ubu Unchained 


mlin Gray’s contemporary satire 

based on a 19th century French 

character barely contains itself on the 
stage at the Eureka Theatre. It is the story of 
Frank Ubu, the emobodiment of all that is 
greedy, stupid and licentious, who rises to the 
highest.office in the land with the blessing of the 
average man. 

Geoff Hoyle is Ubu, and his lovely wife, Vic- 
torine, is none other than Joe Bellan. It cannot 
be denied, they make a perfect couple. And what 
pleasure to watch these two fine comedians at- 
tack their burlesque routines with a fervor usual- 
ly reserved for the political romps of the San 
Francisco Mime Troupe. Indeed, one wonders 
if their shenanigans are not sometimes im- 
provisations. But no matter. 

Small town judge Ubu conducts his court- 
room like a vengeful Groucho Marx. When a 
woman is hailed before him for littering, he fines 
her a million dollars and blithely suggets she put 
it on her MasterCard. To a battered wife he prof- 
fers some licentious advances of his own. Sigrid 


Scott Rankine makes a perfect Dr. Frank N. Furter in ‘‘The Rocky Horrow Show” 


Wurschmidt plays several of these befuddled, 
hapless defendants. 

In a complex series of events, Ubu himself is 
jailed for corruption by the governor. But, not 
unlike other American judiciaries and politicians 
who have continued to exercise power behind 
bars, Ubu flourishes. He denounces the warden 
for softness, attacks the governor and lines the 
media up behind him (he is, after all, good six 
o’clock copy). He tosses his hat in the ring for 
the governorship. But at Mother Ubu’s instiga- 
tion, he shifts gears and runs for the Presiden- 
cy. She has correctly reasoned that there are 50 
governor’s wives, but there is only one First 
Lady! 

Lorri Holt, Richard Seyd, Esther Scott and 
Sigrid Wurschmidt play a number of quick- 
change roles, from TV anchorpersons, prison 
guards, underground radical right-wingers to 
Americans-on-the-street. 

And barging through them all is Mrs. Ubu, 
berating and pummeling her husband in private, 
standing bravely by his side in public. Her emo- 
tional appeal on behalf of the Right-to-Lifers is 
a gem of ridiculous reasoning. 

At times Ubu Unchained is wildly funny. 
Other times its humor seems forced and out of 
control. But the barbs fly fast and furious and 
the ones that miss are of little consequence. An- 
thony Taccone directs, Peggy Snider designed 
the sets, Lydia Tanji costumed Ubu’s townsfolk, 
and Jack Carpenter designed the lighting. Com- 
poser and sound designer Gina Leishman con- 
tributes immensely to the madness on stage with 
her synthesizer and piano accompaniment.

Berlin to Broadway 
with Kurt Weill 


his fine revival of Kurt Weill’s music is 
scheduled to close Sunday, but if you 
step on it, you can stil catch it. And you 
should. It may be a long dry spell before we are 
treated again to such a respectful production of 
the composer’s work. 


Berlin to Broadway is simply but imaginatively 
staged in cabaret style, and is well-sung by an ex- 
cellent ensemble cast that captures the essence 
of Weill’s haunting scores and Bertolt Brecht’s 
bitter, irony-laden lyrics. Almost 40 songs, writ- 
ten between the ’20s and’40s, delineate Weill’s 
career from disillusioned satirist in pre-Hitler 
Germany to the more mellow Broadway 
tunesmith who worked with such lyricists as Ira 
Gershwin, Langston Hughes, Ogden Nash, 
Maxwell Anderson, and Alan Jay Lerner. 

Billed as the orchestra, Scott Harlan presides 
at the piano and plays with a sensitive understan- 
ding of the period, lending an air of comic 
madness to an early-on mood of decadence. The 
singers, identified by vocal function, are Joe Van 
Slyke (narrator), Sarah Tattersal (soprano), 
Karon Kearney (mezzo soprano), Jacquelyn 
Carpenter (contralto), Michael Vodde (tenor) 
and Bill Bowersock (baritone). 

Van Slyke’s opening narration, delivered 
while drinking beer at a ringside table creates an 
aura of cynical sleaze that is to pervade the Euro- 
pean half of the program. There are nine songs 
from Threepenny Opera. Bowersock’s ‘‘Mack 
the Knife”’ is the highpoint of the set, and my 
only picayune complaint with this segment is 
Carpenter’s too-refined delivery of ‘‘Pirate Jen- 
ny.’’ She fails to project a coarseness demanded 
by the lyrics. 

Selections from Happy End include a tenor 
and baritone duet of ‘‘Bilbao Song’’ and the 
most exquisitely moving interpretation of 
“Surabaya Johnny”’ (by mezzo Kearney) I’ve 
ever heard. The first section closes with Tatter- 
sall singing ‘‘I Wait for a Ship,”’ written in Paris 
in 1934 when the composer was in flight from 
the Nazis. Halfway through the song the 
soprano’s voice falters, then fails under the 
ominous taped sounds of marching boots and 
the shrill cadence of Hitler’s voice. (Branded 
“‘degenerate’”’ by the Nazis, Brecht and Weill’s 
works were burned.) 

Part Two, the Broadway section, is lighter, 
wittier, more optimistic: ‘‘Johnny’s Song”’ from 
Johnny Johnson, gives Vodde a chance to reveal 
his vocal wares — which are considerable. Tat- 
tersall’s ‘‘That’s Him’’ is delightful, and 
Carpenter brings a lovely winsomeness to ‘‘My 
Ship.’’ Vodde again shines in a major aria, 
‘Lonely House”’ from Street Scene. My minor 
quibbles with this set are Bowersock’s tenden- 
cy to overproduce ‘‘September Song,”’ losing its 
innate tenderness; the over-arrangement for 
quintet of Weill’s most romantic song, ‘“‘Speak 
Low’’; and the too campy choreography of 
“‘Sage of Jenny”’ that sacrifices lyric wit to fran- 
tic movement. 

Van Slyke sings a ‘‘Lost in the Stars’? — one 
of Broadway’s most poignant ballads — that is 


| emotionally chilling and the high point of the 


evening. 
If you like Weill, catch this ingratiating, at- 
tractive, talented cast in its act of homage.

Aunt Dan and Lemon 


ess a structured play than a series of 
compelling monologues, Aunt Dan and 
Lemon succeeds in making some strong 
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statements about contemporary moral com- 
placency, as reflected in the amoral reasonings 
of a reclusive young girl. 

The acting is first rate, and one can admire the 
two co-stars without qualification. Lenora 
(Lemon) is beautifully played, both as a very 
young girl and as a young woman, by Maud 
Winchester. Sickly as a child, she has no friends 
except those of her parents. One friend, a 
vivacious Oxford professor, is ‘‘Aunt’’? Dan 
(Carla Spindt) who becomes her close friend and 
mentor. 

As surrogate parent, Dan comes to Lemon’s 
room nightly to regale the 11 year old with stories 


of her past. Many of them involve orgies of sex - 


and drunkenness, adultery and murder. Each is 
heavily laced with the moral lesson, ‘‘You’re on 
the right side; it’s all right to do what you want.’’ 


At one time she gives a simplistic explanation of 


international politics by using a stuffed bear 
(Russia), a panda (China) and an alligator (the 
pawn). Who can argue with her teaching 
methods? 

As Dan spins her tales at Lemon’s bedside, 
they are re-enacted by Jack Shearer, Jeri Lynn 
Cohen, Jeffrey King, Terry Lamb and Susan 
Marie Brecht, who assume multi-roles in the 
vignettes. One shocking sequence involving a 
gratuitous murder carries on much too long and 
is more sexually graphic than is required to make 
its point. In fact, the sex part of the scene was 
quite beside the point and served as little more 
than a sop to prurient eyes. 

In her opening monologue Lemon tells us that 
she has been reading a lot of stuff about the 
Nazis. In her long closing monologue, she con- 
tinues her discussion on the Nazi theme, ra- 
tionalizing that what they did was necessary to 
achieve their goal of preserving a culture. She 
suggests the Nazis did little worse than the set- 
tlers in this country did to the American Indians. 
She has learned to reconcile morality to suit her 
purpose as Aunt Dan so insidiously instilled in 
her. 

Carla Spindt is charming and attractive as 
Aunt Dan, both important characteristics in her 
subversion of the pliable Lemon. It’s a pity, 
however, that the script gave her no redeeming 
moral values that might have made her more 
believable. 

This is a play of ideas, but the ideas are 
delivered via monologues to the audience. There 
is no dialogue to refute Dan’s disturbing treatise 
that morality can be bent to serve a number of 
purposes. There was no one on stage to stand 
up and yell back.

The Dreamer and 
the Runner 


ames J. Mellon’s ambitious musical, The 

Dreamer and the Runner is being given its 

world premiere at the One Act Theatre 
Co. Not only has Mellon written the music, the 
lyrics and the book, but he is starring in the pro- 
duction. Not to worry. This is no ego trip. The 
composer/author is an accomplished and attrac- 
tive singer/actor. 

Dreamer examines the relationships of four 
friends in New York City as they come to grips 
with their artistic ambitions, their love lives and 
the changes that success can bring. One cannot 
ignore that the theme and the characters (right 


down to the wisecracking female sidekick) are : 


reminiscent of Sondheim’s recent Merrily We 
Roll Along. 

Skillfully directed by Simon Levy, present and 
past interweave quite naturally as memories 
merge one scene into another. Mort (Mellon), 
a once struggling off-Broadway composer, has 
died (we are never given any details) and Beth 
(Beth Leavel), his estranged lover of several 
years, has returned from Chicago to clean out 
their former apartment. Reflecting a universal 
attitude of the young, she remarks, “‘I never felt 
anyone I loved could die.’’ She is joined by 
original members of the quartet, Kat (Kate 
Kiley) and Brad (Christopher Strand). 

As they randomly sift through Mort’s taped 
compositions, musical dissolves bring Mort back 
to life. Alone with Beth, he sings a ‘“‘love song”’ 
he has written for her, ‘‘I’ve Never Loved.’’ As 
Beth points out, it is mot a love song, reflecting 
his inability to make a firm commitment. She’s 
been offered a major promotion entailing a 


move to Chicago and asks him to go with her. 
He refuses. He is also rudely jealous when Brad 
announces he’s landed a Bubble Gum Kid role 
and is off to La-La-Land, fame and fortune. 
Brad’s enactment of the TV spot ‘‘Barrels of 


The Dreaming Five 


Bubbles’”’ is a marvelously funny satire backed 
by some typically frenzied TV choreography. 

One of the evening’s loveliest ballads, ‘‘As I 
Say Goodbye,”’ is sung by Kat as she sits alone 
reminiscing in Mort’s apartment. Kiley as Kat is 
delightful. Her witty one-liners are beautifully 
timed in the best Elaine Stritch/Bea Arthur 
tradition; she looks like the young Angela 
Lansbury of Mame; and her sweet soprano is a 
treat to the ears. 

In flashback, the fifth member of the troupe, 
Brad’s girlfriend Debbie (Robin Taylor), arrives 
from Miami to add further complications. 
Looking like a long-lost refugee from Ellis 
Island, Debbie gives the unfortunate first im- 
pression that she has been recently lobotomized. 
Fortunately Taylor is a superbly accomplished 
comedian, and by the time she has finished her 
first show-stopping number, ‘‘Being Left Out,”’ 
we realize Debbie’s not retarded, she’s simply 
spacey. 

‘‘How Can I Let You Leave Me’’ is a very fine 
ensemble number that reveals the impending 
estrangement of the five friends. Beth’s too 
stringent delivery of the first act curtain ballad, 
‘‘New Hampshire Nights,’’ distracted con- 
siderably from the number’s lyric content. Sung 
with more restraint, it could have been a tear 
jerker. In its present position, following a ma- 
jor ensemble number, it seemed anti-climactic. 

Reassembled in Brad and Debbie’s Malibu 
digs, Brad, Mort and Kat are now successful and 
sing ‘‘Look at Me,’’ a number that wonders at 
their lack of happiness. Then Debbie, in her se- 
cond show-stopping number (dragged in for just 
that purpose and having little to do with the basic 
theme of the show), rocks the hell out of a 
number called ‘‘Blonde-Haired Babies.’’ She’s 
fabulous. Now it’s Brad’s turn to be jealous of 
her impending stardom. 

Reconciled at last, Mort sings to Beth the love 
song he’s long promised her, ‘‘The Dreamer and 
the Runner.”’ It’s a lovely ballad, but perplex- 
ing. Who’s the dreamer? Who’s the runner? 
They agree that they love each other and Beth 
departs once more for her job in Chicago. 

Dissolve to the present and a New Hampshire 
beach where Mort has requested that his ashes 
be scattered. The quartet sings ‘‘We Were 
Here,”’ their commitment to a relationship that 
was. Beth asks to be left alone for a few minutes, 
and as she reprises a solo musical refrain, Deb- 
bie, Brad and Kat inexplicably reappear to hover 
behind her. A perplexing coda to an otherwise 
moving scene. 

The Dreamer and the Runner has all of the 
elements of a successful musical, so it’s all the 
more disconcerting when things aren’t 100% 
right. The first act is too long. There are bits of 
repetitious, bogged-down dialogue between 
Mort and Beth that should be trimmed. Except 
for the scrim; the set is remarkably 
unimaginative. A simple group of stackable 
blocks would have been preferable to doors that 
go nowhere. And the costumes, excepting 
Mort’s and some of Kat’s and Debbie’s in the 
second act, are singularly unattractive, ill-fitting 
and inappropriate to the wearers’ lifestyles. 
Blessedly, the problems are minor. 

There is enough genuinely funny dialogue, 


fine and touching music and show-stopping per- 
formances to augur eventual success.

With George 


.C.T. director Laird Williamson and 

scenic designer Richard Seger went 

after a big fish for a season’s opener 
and they landed it. Sunday in the Park with 
George, the Sondheim/Lapine Pulitzer Prize- 
winning musical, has been given a loving, lavish 
‘production. 

Not exactly hummable by musical comedy 
standards, Sondheim’s score is lushly intellec- 
tual, attempting to create with music what 
Seurat created with his brush — works of art 
distilled from ‘‘order, design, tension, balance 
and harmony.’’ Sondheim’s music, deliberate- 
ly pointillistic in its measured staccato beats, 
works superbly with the often overlapping and 
sometimes undirected spoken thoughts of the 
Sunday afternoon inhabitants of the Island of 
La Grande Jatte. 

The theme, the conflict between artistic drive 
and personal relationships, is told through the 
fictional story of Seurat and his mistress Dot. 
Jeff Keller’s richly sung Seurat is a marvel of 
distracted temperament, unwilling, perhaps 
unable, to express emotional commitment to 
another person. Keller’s Seurat is a commanding 
performance. 

As Dot, Melanie Chartoff is softer, more 
retiring, not as emotionally demanding as a re- 
jected lover might have been. Vocally, hers is a 
sweet performance, but no match for Keller’s. 

An Old Lady (Seurat’s mother) is interpreted 
to perfection by A.C.T. veteran Ruth Kobart. 
She is a major presence on stage and the slightest 
inclination of her head has meaning. When she 
sings the lovely aria ‘‘Beautiful’’ sitting quietly 
on her stool as George rearranges the landscape, 
her husky voice is haunted with past pleasures 
and her eyes seem to look beyond time. 

Two by two, others in the cast are revealed in 
typical French farce antics. They dart into and 
out of assignations in the park as George con- 
tinues to sketch. They include Drew Eshelman 
and Elizabeth Padilla representing the academic 
establishment; Gina Ferrall, the much put-upon 
nurse to the Old Lady; Lawrence Hecht, the 
boatman; Anne Buelteman and Alice Lynn, the 
flirtatious shopgirls Celeste I and II; Robert 


Jacobs, a coachman; Douglas Sills, the baker

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Ellen Ratner’s 
Got Personality

hed” Ellen Ratner was a teenager 

and family pressures became too 

much to bear, she would lock 
herself in her room with her television on and 
pretend she was on Johnny Carson or a 
character in a French movie. Currently, instead 
of pretending to be a special guest or a femme 
fatale, Ratner is starring in Gina Wendkos’ Per- 
sonality at the City Cabaret. In this critically- 
acclaimed one-woman show, Ratner portrays 
both a mother and daughter (plus a host of other 
characters as the daughter imagines being like 
everyone else) in this biting comedy of growing 
up New York (or anywhere, for that matter) 
style. 

According to Ratner, Wendkos’ style of 
writing is a collaborative workshop process: 
‘‘She has an idea and you write about it,’’ Ratner 
explains. Wendkos’ Modern Men-Boys Breath, 
which played the Intersection in August 1983, 
evolved this way as well. Personality is derived 
from a play Wendkos wrote 18 months ago. ‘‘It 
was a whole other play. We localized it.’’ They 
opened the new version in Los Angeles at the 
Odyssey Theatre. ‘‘It was 35 minutes.long then 
— just the girl and the mother. It didn’t have the 
meat.” F 

Ratner and Wendkos took it to Oslo and 
Stockholm for The Other America Theatre 
Festival after the run in L.A. Ratner wondered 
if anyone would understand it. While practic- 
ing the ‘‘Au revoir, Au revoir’’ bit, Wendkos 
looked at the rehearsal audience and com- 
mented, ‘‘No one is waving goodbye.’’ Happi- 
ly, the Norwegians are the same as everyone else 
— they all recognized the mother. 

At last: spring’s Spoleto Festival, Ratner 
recollects, ‘‘We knocked them out. We were ex- 
tended a whole week and they don’t extend 
anything. We had a sold-out audience every 
night (in a 35Q,seat house). It was a Broadway- 
type audience. I thought it would be too 
raunchy, but they loved it.’ She confides that 
playing New York afterwards was toughest. 

They extended the play by 30 minutes for 
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Spoleto, adding the montage of characters 
Ratner portrays near the end of Personality. 
‘‘The Miss America character was in [Wendkos’] 
original, but we rewrote it in L.A. [The sequence] 
is something I’ve always wanted to do. I have 
an ear for picking up [the sound of various] 
languages.’’ She relates that while visiting Paris 
in 1976, she and her friend were staying in a hotel 
across the street from ‘‘this army building.’’ She 
and Robin would sit in the cafe daily and got to 
know the soldiers. One day, Robin told the 
soldiers that Ellen spoke French. Ellen prattled 
on in her version of the French language, and 
when she was finished there was silence. Final- 
ly, one of the soldiers said, ‘‘Oh, southern 
province.”’ 

The stream of characters in Personality is 
‘*part of the craziness which brings [it] together. 
It’s my favorite part. By the end of it, I’m feel- 
ing pretty sad — like I lost something of 
myself.’’ 

Born and raised in Queens, Ratner became in- 
terested in being a performer in high school. She 
wrote plays and entered poetry contests. While 
attending the High School of Performing Arts 
in New York City (‘‘The school is in the middle 
of the theater district; I saw everything.’’), she 
performed in Equity summer stocks, ‘‘which 
taught me everything”’ about the theater. 

Ratner also performed as a stand-up comic 
for eight years in Manhattan and did the college 
circuit in New England. ‘‘I got paid very well 
outside of New York City.’’ Once while work- 
ing at the Improvisation Comedy Club there, she 
was number 28 and went on at 2:30 in the morn- 
ing. Even though this kind of situation is tough, 
it ‘‘gives you the experience of being on stage. 
It teaches you to be poised and cool, and to think 
on your feet. Clubs teach you the best, but my 
passion is theater.’’ 

One night her parents saw her on a bad night. 
‘*Everybody bombs, but you learn something.”’ 
Ratner relates she then had to ‘“‘start from 
scratch all over again’’ trying to convince her 
parents she should be on the stage and not a 
secretary. 

‘‘My mother is a very beautiful and hip 
woman,”’ but Ratner still had to fight with her 
to be able to go to college. The mother in Per- 
sonality is actually a combination of three 
mothers — Ratners’, Wendkos’ and Richard 
Press’ (the director for the current production). 
All were over-protective and the families were 
tight. 

Although her mother was a good role model, 
Ratner does not use her in the play. (‘‘I was 
raised Catholic,’’ Ratner explains, ‘‘but my 
father is Jewish.’’) She fashions her ‘‘mother’’ 
character on Lorette, a downstairs neighbor in 
Queens. ‘‘One day Lorette answered the door 
wearing only a girdle. I didn’t know what it was. 
Everything was squeezed in. It was scary to me. 
She would hang her head out the window and 
scream, ‘Michel-l-l-l-le’! We’d say ‘Michelle, I 
think your mother wants you.’ ”’ 

Even though Ratner denies the woman on 
stage is her own mother, a neighbor who saw 
Personality confronted Ratner’s mother’s 
denials with, ‘‘And what makes you think it’s 
not?”’ 

After the present engagement, Ratner will be 
taking Personality to Seattle, then to New York 
‘*in the dead of January.”’ 

‘*This is the first year-and-a-half I haven’t had 
to work in a restaurant. When it happens, it hap- 
pens, and I wouldn’t give it up for anything.”’ 


A New Mothertongue 
Script

new production, This Tattered Cloth 

We are Re-Weaving: Women and 

Spirituality, ’’ marked the tenth perfor- 
mance in the tenth year anniversary celebration 
of Mothertongue, the Feminist Readers’ Thea- 
er. Mothertongue is a theater by and for the 
community it manifests within. It’s a place, a 
staged forum, where issues of concern to the 
women’s community in general are explored and 
talked about within the framework of a script. 
The politics, although rooted in a basic 
feminism, evolve from the particular set of 
women who have joined together to form a 
script group. This particular script was presented 
by women from the Santa Cruz chapter of 


Mothertongue. 

Now, it’s very difficult to criticize a perform- 
ance that comes from the earnestness and heart- 
felt genuineness of people involved in freely 
sharing their visions of women’s spirituality. It’s 
difficult to review this type of readers’ theatre 
in the way one critiques, say, more traditional 
theatre performances. 

But there are real problems for me with this 
piece, both in terms of staging and content. 
Perhaps I’ve been spoiled by the dynamism of 
rituals performed by community spiritualists like 
Z. Budapest, who also stages and practices wom- 
en’s spiritual pieces at the Women’s Building. 
But how can you perform a script on women’s 
spirituality without having lots of dancing and 
movement, without intensive chanting, without 
the stylized enactment of rituals, without a large 
dose of audience participation where everyone 
works through breathing or the repetition of 
vocables to promote a highly charged uplifting 
of group energy felt in the bodies as well as in 
the minds of all involved? 

I just didn’t get any rushes from This Tattered 
Cloth. It is very static visually. The words don’t 
take flight into higher realms — too much talk- 
ing, instead of leading us to revelation. The per- 
formance is tepid, more like a half-hearted sing- 
along than like the kind of empowerment that 
comes from deep chanting, from really doing it. 

What I do like in the piece are the actual songs 
sung by one of the performers with a particularly 
fine voice, accompanied by guitar. The songs are 
well-written, well-sung and well-signed. I like the 
dimension signers add to singing onstage. I like 


the kind of mime of emotions and movement

and storytelling that signing adds. I think more 
should have been made from the particular 
talents of the group members. I know, for in- 
stance, that Carly Rivers can really dance. 

At a recent panel discussion, Starhawk said 
that in terms of the women’s community mak- 
ing it through the ’80s, we who would rather be 
healers must also take on the role of warriors. 
And Mothertongue does have a very nice section 
on the spiritual idealizations of women warriors 
and our ongoing Amazon tradition. They cover 
important political issues facing all of us as con- 
scious beings on this planet: the importance of 
ecological affirmation, the irreversible demoli- 
tion of the rainforest, the threat of nuclear 
disasters, consideration of female rites of 
passage — death, aging, birthing, menstruation 
and love and relationships. There is a strong 
naturism to the piece and an understanding that 
the earth is our support. 

However, we really need to hear more about 
the healers of our spiritual community. We need 
to hear more about Dianic witchcraft, about 
crystal power, about psychic channeling ex- 
periences, Tarot readings, herbalists, the laying 
on of hands and bodywork. A meditation would 
have been wonderful to hear, or a guided 
visualization, or the recounting of an out-of- 
body ecstatic experience. More dreams are need- 
ed, more magic, more Shadow images from our 
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collective unconscious. Women’s spirituality is 
such an active and cherished pursuit in our com- 
munity. Especially in the lesbian community, 
who isn’t into some type of alternative, unor- 


‘thodox form of worship or healing art?! 


There isn’t enough tension in the piece. No 
breakthroughs. No big spiritual releases from 
the great pains of life. The stories of childhood 
and adolescent upbringing within the traditional 
religions are pretty much all from intact family 
backgrounds, despite the one reference to the 
hypocrisy of incest. More on sex and guilty 
pleasures would certainly be welcome in any 
discussion of women and religious up-bringing. 
More stories of coming out in, say, a Catholic 
girls’ school or in an orthodox Jewish family 
would have been well taken. 

And if you’re dealing with growing up female 
in this society, you’ve got to talk about guilt and 
oppression and you’ve got to present a lot of 
confessions. A whole section of confessions 
might have been an interesting approach — with 
many more stories of teenage rebellion, and how 
I found Jesus or the Goddess or the Sisterhood 
of light after ten years of drug abuse, a string of 
failed relationships, the death of a child. More 
raps on how I made my life better would add 
more layers to the sociological strata that com- 
prise the women’s community. The piece needs 
a lot more soul — rooted in the streets as well 
as the redwood forests. 

The section on topless dancers disturbs to me. 
The attitude toward bringing the ‘‘twisted”’ sis- 
ters into the fold is matronizing, to say the least. 

I’d rather not have to be so harsh. The Moth- 
ertongue piece seemed to be enjoyed by the at- 
tending audience. And there were many mo- 
ments when I, too, just drifted along with what 
was happening onstage and in my mind, enjoy- 
ing the entertainment and the words from the 
many women who contributed to the script. 
Maybe it’s because the piece was on women’s 
spirituality that my expectations were so high. 
In any case, as in all Mothertongue presenta- 
tions, the script is porous and open to revisions. 
Feedback and suggestions are always taken to 
heart and incorporated into future versions. I 
hope at least a few of my suggestions may prove 
fruitful to the process of perfecting this piece on 
a topic of such great import to our community 
and to our world at large. 


George... 


Seurat moves a tree, frantically races about ad- 
justing a prop and rearranging a model as the 
characters moving to the music of Sunday 
assume their positions in the tableaux. We 
witness the creation of Seurat’s masterpiece. A 
frame descends to enclose the moment of crea- 
tion. It is marvelous theater. 

Less satisfactory, Act II takes place in an 
American art museum where George, an artist, 
and his grandmother Marie (the daughter of 
Seurat and Dot) have just witnessed the presen- 
tation of his latest work, Chromolume #7. (Not 
as avante-garde as one might have expected, we 
are treated to some colored images on multiple 
screens. Here A.C.T. fails to push performance 
art to its limits. Any one of the light technicians 
in our local discos could have created a spec- 
tacular light and laser event. 

But the point of the second act is that the ar- 


. tist today is trapped in a society that constantly 


demands new trends and fads, and must 
therefore spend less time creating and more time 
coddling critics and museum directors, seeking 
grants, talking to foundation people. This is the 
theme of the deliciously satiric number, ‘‘Put- 
ting It Together,”’ in which George rushes about 
the stage setting up cardboard cutouts of himself 
while the cocktail groups continue their inane 
chatter. 

The musical closes, rather arbitrarily, on the 
Island of La Grande Jatte, where George has 
come to install a Chromolume. Ghosts of the 
painting, including Dot, reappear and instill in 
young George a mundane message that he 
shouldn’t worry about being judged. He should 
just keep moving on. A tidy wrap-up, but a weak 
one. 

John Johnson directs the 12-piece orchestra. 
The lighting design (a work of art in itself) is by 
Derek Duarte. The lovely costumes (see the 
painting) are by Robert Blackman and Hope 
Hanafin. This very successful production of 
Sunday in the Park with George continues 
through Saturday, November 1, at the Geary 
Theatre. Reservations: 673-6440. 


‘Kamikaze Hearts:”’ 
A Desperate Eroticism

Sharon (‘‘Mitch’’) Mitchell is a siren, a lithe 
and lanky queen of poses, all cloudy dark curls, 
jaunty nose and parted lips. Someone describes 
her lipstick as cocksucker red. No, she retorts, 
it’s pussy pink and that’s how I like it. 


Tina (‘‘Tigr’’) Mennett is fair and near-. 


ephemeral, with long blonde hair and velvety 
cheeks. She affects a toughened stance, strutting 
and swearing when she has to. But she’s wise 
enough to know when she’s acting. Aptly defin- 
ing her life as translucent, she cannot cloak feel- 
ings that linger just beneath the surface. 

The first time Tigr and Mitch make love they 
are surrounded by people and paraphenalia — 
all the trappings of a movie-in-progress. They 
are porn stars, participants in the San Francisco 
production of an x-rated film. Tigr is transfixed 
by their first encounter, describing it as com- 
pletely beyond pornography. For Mitch, sex is 
always a performance, on-screen or off. 

The story of Tigr and Mitch, both as workers 
in the sex industry and as real-life lovers, is the 
subject of Kamikaze Hearts, the feature film 
debut of renegade director Juliet Bashore. Var- 
iously described as a dramatic documentary or 
a blend of fiction and fact, the film uses real peo- 
ple playing themselves in episodes from their 
lives. Some scenes are clearly staged, others a 
direct look at a porn production in progress. Still 
others are a mish-mash, chaotically edited, of 
opinions, reactions and posturing, all of which 
may or may not be pre-orchestrated. The affect 
is startlingly potent. Continuously riveting, the 
film evokes a broad range of emotions: admira- 
tion for Mitch’s spunk, anger at her callousness, 
empathy for Tigr’s pain, and an uneasy ambi- 
valence about the x-rated film industry. As 
viewers, we are doubly clandestine, getting the 
voyeuristic perk of watching sex AND the 
revelation of apparently real, often vicious 
intimacies. 

Unlike other films about women and porn 
(notably Bonnie Klein’s 1981 Not a Love Story), 
Kamikaze Hearts takes no moral stance. The 
characters of both genders, cast and crew alike, 
drily describe what they do as just a job, a way 
to get by. Tigr and Mitch’s lesbianism is com- 
pletly matter-of-fact, rendering the impression 
of pan-sexual tolerance within the porn industry. 
Still, especially watching two women make love 
for an intended male audience, it remains clear 
that women are a fetishized commodity. The 
language is ‘‘baby this” and ‘‘honey that”’ with 
a flippant and grating shallowness. Tigr’s har- 
rowed sadness plays against this tacky backdrop, 
while Mitch swaggers and preens right there in 
her element. 

Director Bashore seems to revel in the com- 
plications of her subject matter. She documents 
cruelty alongside of comedy, ‘fully dredging up 
the controversy stirred by issues of women, sex 
and power. She also dwells with the mundane, 
reminding us that money-making and survival 
are the core issues for porn makers. Just who 
takes the bulk of profit is never addressed, 
though Bashore seems to hint that women are 
the pawns. In one of the clumsiest scenes, a 
bulky and bearded photographer is shooting a 
lingerie-clad young woman. He continually en- 
treats her to pull the strap down — take it off 
for the camera — promising all the while that 
he can do things for her. He can take her places. 
This cliched scenario is obviously staged and 
poorly acted, but we get the point. The myth of 
stardom is even more darkly absurd when 
limited to the underground and, some would 
say, tawdry world of pornography. 

The most intriguing thread throughout Kami- 
kaze Hearts involves the nonfiction love afair 
between the main characters. It is the portrait of 
an obsession, sometimes mutual, but most evi- 


denced in Tigr’s adoration of Mitch. The film 
teasingly refrains from explaining too much; we 
form our impression from glances, caresses and 
snatches of dialogue. Early on, Mitch describes 


the film as a ‘‘surrealistic look at myself and my 
girlfriend.’’ Fully confident in her power over 
Tigr, she waxes hot and cold, at one point liken- 
ing herself to a snake when making love. Anoth-

Film Arts Foundation 
Exhibits Independent Productions 


Kamikaze Hearts holds its world premiere on Saturday, 
November 8 at 9:45pm at the Roxie Cinema. Screened as 
a part of the second annual Film Arts Festival, it is preced- 
ed by Scott Bartlett’s 1971 short, Lovernaking. 

The Film Arts Festival plays the Roxie from November 
7-9. Sponsored by the Film Arts Foundation (FAF), a non- 
profit filmmakers; organization, the Festival is devoted en- 
tirely to exhibiting independent film and video produced by 
Bay Area artists. Last year’s successful pre-miere Festival 
offered a variety of lesbian/gay screenings, including a 
work-in-progress segment of Peter Adair and Rob Epstein’s 
The A.I.D.S. Show; this month their complete documen- 
tary airs nationally on PBS on November 14. 

The 1986 Film Arts Festival spotlights other works of par- 
ticular interest to lesbians and gays in a program entitled 
‘‘Gay Lives ’86’’ on Sunday, November 9 at 7pm. Three 
documentaries will be screened including Lesbians, Pam 
Walton’s short that premiered in June at the 1986 San Fran- 
cisco International Lesbian/Gay Film Festival. Also shown 
will be Kevin White’s newly completed hour-long video Not 


All Parents Are Straight that examines the experiences of © 


lesbian and gay parents in six households. This admirable 
documentary comes off with particular strength by including 
the infrequently heard perspectives of children. Finally, Tina 
DiFeliciantonio’s close-up focus on a person with AIDS and 
his supporters, Living with AIDS, offers a candid and aching 
look at the human dimensions of AIDS. 

Overall, the Festival promises satisfaction for avid movie- 
goers with its eight thematic programs of off-kilter, political- 
ly ripe cinema. Other offerings include: documentaries 
about the sanctuary movement and San Francisco’s 
Tenderloin, a program about music makers (including the 
visionary gay composer Lou Harrison), the adventures of 
a gambling Apache cowboy entitled The Lord Will Reward 
Me... in Reno!, an experimental Asian-American gang-ster 
film in the noir tradition, and a youth-oriented program 
featuring the story of an indentured servant in a T-shirt fac- 
tory. Etcetera. You get the picture.

er character describes Mitch as the perfect one 
night stand, easy to fuck and abandon. 

Tigr is desperately moody throughout the 
film. Moving on to production management in- 
stead of acting, she competently handles the 
machinations of a movie set. But she also cries 


and rages freely. In one ambiguous scene she 


provokes a brawl with another woman, appar- 
ently fueled by jealousy as they watch Mitch per- 
forming striptease on a stage. Tigr claims an 
attraction to lowlife — to Mitch and her tough, 
streetwise, leather-jacketed demeanor. But she 
also seems hungry for warmth. Toward the end 
of Kamikaze Hearts, she tearfully claims to both 
love and hate Mitch, stating ‘‘maybe we weren’t 
ever lovers.”’ 

Bashore includes a scene of Mitch and Tigr’s 
dependence on each other as junkies. They shoot 
up together and talk about their lives, exposing 
an intimacy far more graphic than the sex scenes. 
Waving her syringe, Mitch says, ‘‘I fucked her 
with my dick [the needle] and she loved it.”’ Tigr 
says, ‘‘That’s the matter with fucking human be- 
ings? What am I missing to make me do this?”’ 

The almost plotless story of Kamikaze Hearts 
unfolds to the flamboyant music of the opera 
Carmen, while only occasional San Francisco 
street scenes relieve the claustrophobia of the 
enclosed movie sets. Within this stifling, secre- 
tive world, Mitch flaunts her casual glamour and 
Tigr boils. with increasingly tragic frustration. 
Bashore has approached her subject with un- 
orthodox savvy. Male directors are quick to 
tackle aspects of women’s sexuality with often 
insulting results. David Lynch and Spike Lee’s 
recent efforts come to mind. Bashore makes no 
presumptions, opening our gaze to an environ- 
ment that is feminine, feminist and never easy.

fornia and rustic French farmhouse. Pale peach 
and polished brass make up the color scheme; 
a high triangular ceiling with beams suggests a 
loft. The ‘‘Greatest Hits of 1750’’ waft through 
the small dining area. 

Soups, salads and appetizers all come under 
the category of an optional first course. The 
‘‘Two Soups in One Bowl’’ ($2.75) features 
white bean soup attractively laced with red pep- 
per soup in the pattern of birds in flight. The 
astringency of the red pepper soup would be too 
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Creme de la Creme’’ ($10.50) is stuffed with 
cream cheese, shallots and herbs, and covered 
with bernaise sauce. I ordered this and was 
disappointed in several ways. To begin with, my 
chicken breast was no bigger than a large walnut. 
I know this is California, but really! Also, the 
bernaise sauce is too strongly redolent of tar- 
ragon and arrives nearly cold to boot. 

Accompanying the chicken is an assortment 
of glazed carrots, potato gratin dauphinoise and 
spinach crepes, which are not, in fact, crepes 
stuffed with spinach, but rather, bright green 
pancakes the size of silver dollars. In any case, 
they pack a near-dangerous wallop of nutmeg, 
which eclipses any other flavor. 

My friend enjoyed the loin lamb chops

I’m told that to experience every restaurant 
in San Francisco, you’d have to dine out every 
day for the next nine years and three months. 
With statistics like that, why would anyone want 
to go to Oakland for dinner? That’s what I kept 
asking myself as I sat in La Creme de la Creme. 

La Creme de la Creme is Oakland’s answer 
to Chez Panisse — California cuisine with a 
distinct French influence — but I would be 
wrong to draw any further comparisons be- 
tween the two. 

The setting is a curious blend of mellow Cali- 


Merle Woo, Judy Grahn, Steve Abbott, Robert 
Duncan and Harold Norse are included in this 
volume. The anthology also features those Bay 
Area poetic pillars well-known across the coun- 
try: Alice Walker, Diane Di Prima, Michael 
McClure, Gregory Corso, Bob Kaufman and 
Lawrence Ferlinghetti. 

Two of the poets, Harold Norse and Bob 
Kaufman, speak directly of the role of the poet 
in their poems ‘‘Remembering Paul Goodman’”’ 
and ‘‘The Poet.’’ Norse’s poem recalls a genera- 
tion of writers coming into prominence in the 
forties — Goodman, Cocteau, Ginsberg, 
Baldwin — who opened the way for the beats, 
bohemians, anarchists, and challengers to 
cultural authority we would see in the fifties and 
sixties. It is both a tribute to these writers and 
a very intimate memoir of Goodman. At the 
same time, Norse laments the likes of Goodman, 
Berryman and Plath, whose writing drove them 
ultimately to despair and death: 


the written word will survive 
somehow 


bringing this work to fruition, so a mention of 
his major contribution is in order. ‘‘The Day 
After’’ begins, ‘‘What shall I compare the earth 
to on the day after a nuclear exchange?’’ This 
is a long, part-rousing, part-desperate exhorta- 
tion against the bomb and the burden all of us 
must live under. Mayo asks us to imagine what 
such a post-holocaust world could be like, then 
wonders if we really can ever hold in our minds 
what this swift annihilation means. 

I always find that reading good poetry (and 
most of this collection is very competent) has a 
way of cleaning out the mind so easily filled with 
the flotsam of everyday living and altering it to 
things not seen before. A good poem can snap 
something in you in a single well-turned phrase, 
a metaphor so precise it can haunt you the rest 
of the day; an emotion appears dug up from 
nowhere. So, in between the time you read the 
daily drab (paper), or your favorite novel — be 
it ‘“‘high’’ literature or ‘‘low”’ fiction — pick up 
this anthology (or any poetry for that matter) 
and you may (hopefully) get to where you’re go- 
ing in a startlingly different mood. 
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Jimmy Stewart 


Composer/arranger/writer/guitarist Jimmy 
Stewart played a gig at the City Cabaret to cele- 
brate the release of The Touch, his new al-bum. 
Besides being a superb solo jazz guitarist, 
Stewart has been musical director for Chita Ri- 
vera and Lanie Kazan, was guitarist for the tele- 
vised Tennessee Ernie Ford Show and The Perry 
Como Show, and has also worked on Michael 
Jackson’s Thriller album, to name a few of his 
accomplishments. 

At the City Cabaret, Stewart was joined by 
George Maribus on piano, Doug Hayes on bass 
and drummer Steve Mitchell, whose solo dur- 
ing the appropriately-named ‘‘spellbinder’’ was 
awe-inspiring. 

San Francisco born and raised, Stewart glides 
easily from electric to acoustic guitar. His in- 
trospective, lush ‘‘A Tune for Bill and Jim”’ (for 
Bill Evans and Jim Hall) and a hot blues jam, 
‘‘Steppin’ Out’? were complemented by his 
romantic ‘‘The Touch”’ and the mello be-bop 
“Church Street Station.’’ This last Stewart com- 
posed while living on Buena Vista Terrace. He 
imagines people riding the Metro and coming up 
from that station. 

Besides the above original compositions, 
Stewart can put his own indelible mark on stan- 
dards such as ‘‘All the Things You are”’ (a be- 
bop, rollicking version), ‘‘One Note Samba’’ 
and the lesser-known ‘‘Nuages’’ by Django 
Reinhardt, which becomes a reverie through 
Stewart’s seductive acoustic guitar playing. 

Stewart is scheduled to return to the City 
Cabaret late this year. 


Nicholas, Glover and Wray 


Nicholas, Glover and Wray, three-time 
Cabaret Gold Award winners, have been filling 
the Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday evening 
cocktail hours at the City Cabaret with their 
blend of jazz. Modeling themselves upon “‘sister 
groups”’ (Boswell, Andrew and McGuire), this 
trio’s harmonies draw upon the past, but Nich- 
olas, Glover and Wray have developed a con- 
temporary flavor for their selections. 

Julie Nicholas, Sheila Glover and Willow 
Wray, backed by Bob Bauer at the piano, pre- 
sent a scintillating program of be-bop, ballads 
and easy comedy. ‘It Don’t Mean a Thing’’ is 
enhanced by each of the singers skatting dif- 
ferently, yet each keeping in harmony with the 
others. Their be-bop ‘‘Blue Skies”’ (the arrange- 
ment, according to Glover, was stolen from the 
McGuire Sisters) modulates easily into ‘‘Week- 
end for One.’’ -‘‘Blue Cheese,’’ sung to the 
melody of ‘‘Blue Moon,”’ wends its way through 
various fromages — including Velveeta. The 
trio’s comedic touch also comes to the fore in 
their version of ‘‘Let’s Call the Whole Thing 
Off,”’ 

Glover pleasantly treats the romantic ballad 
‘*You Got to My Head”’ with a light touch (no 
torch here). Nicholas’ ‘‘Peel Me a Grape’’ is 
evocatively delivered. Wray goes a bit berserk 
during her ‘‘Only You’’ (‘‘Only you, and you, 
and you, no — not you”’ while pointing to 
various audience members), spicing up what 
would be an otherwise conventional interpreta- 
tion. Wray’s impersonation of Connie Francis 
(‘‘Stupid Cupid,’’ ‘‘Where the Boys Are’’ and 
others) is first-rate. Her voices bears a 
remarkable resemblance to Francis’. 

On the more serious side, Nicholas, Glover 
and Wray’s taut harmony is brought to the fore- 
front in ‘“‘Don’t Sit Under the Apple Tree,”’ 
“‘Sincerely”’ and ‘‘He’s a Rebel.’’ Glover’s flute 
solo adds depth to Bauer’s vamping accompani- 
ment for ‘‘Sweet and Low.”’ 


S.F. Gay Men’s Chorus 


The San Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus open- 
ed its new season on October 4 at the First-Con- 
gregational church. In an evening entitled 
‘‘Presenting the Classics’’, this dynamic group 
presented vocal music by Monteverdi, Schubert,

Beach and others, as well as the world premiere 
of Greg Conte’s Invocation and Dance, under 
the direction of Gregg Tallman. The Chamber 
Singers also appeared. 

The evening began with two choruses from 
Monteverdi’s opera, L’Incoronazione di Pop- 
pea: ‘‘A te, sovrana augusta”’ and ‘‘Non morir, 
Seneca.’’ At first, these seemed to be odd selec- 
tions, but with time it became clear how they fit 
into the program’s overall theme of the human 
condition. 

The Chorus’ lovely rendering of Schubert’s 
“‘Gesang der Geister Uber den Wassern’’, ac- 
companied by a string quartet, was com- 
plemented by Amy Beach’s ‘‘The Chambered 
Nautilus.’’? Musically reminiscent of Debussy 
and the lighter moments of Rachmaninoff, the 
Chorus’ vocals shimmered during their render- 
ing. Jim Murnan and Tom Rice were featured 
soloists. When joined by the Chorus, Rice’s 
tenor floated gracefully above it. 

Before joining the Chorus for the final two 
selections, the Chamber Singers presented an 
evocative ‘‘Stopping by the Woods on a Showy 
Evening”’ and a jolly ‘‘The Pasture,’’ both by 
Randall Thompson. Their ‘‘Linden Lea’’ by 


Ralph Vaughn Williams featured tenor Robert ~ 


Weinand. And their presentation of Janacek’s 
‘Veni Sancte Spiritus’? from the back of the 
church was an inspired piece of staging that 
created a different sound. 

This unusual staging was continued for the 
combined groups’ rendering of Gabrielli’s ‘‘Buc- 
cinate’’: part of the chorus stood in the balcony, 
the exciting result of which was to surround the 
audience with sound. 

Invocation and Dance is David Conte’s inspir- 


ing, joy-filled affirmation of life. The Chorus 
especially commissioned this work by Conte, a 
faculty member of the San Francisco Conser- 
vatory of Music. Scoring his piece for the 
Chorus and a small orchestra, Conte used two 
excerpts from Whitman’s ‘‘When Lilacs Last in 
the Dooryard Bloom’d’’. The funereal ‘‘Invoca- 
tion’’, set in a minor key with a repetitious but 
effective rhythm, contained just the slightest hint 
of brightness from the flute (played by Sharon 
Keith) soaring above the voices and instruments. 
‘*Dance’’ was a lively contrast to the somberness 
of ‘‘Invocation,”’ reaching heights of joy amidst 
punctuation by a percussion section of 
xylophone, glockenspiel, tympani and piano 
scored for four hands. The Chorus and 
Chamber Singers exuberantly sang Conte’s 
work, bringing out the contrasts of the two sec- 
tions with precision. Their final ‘‘Life!’’ re- 
sounded in a heart-bursting affirmation. 


The Spoolie Sisters 


The Spoolie Sisters, a zany trio performing 
their repertory in the close harmony style of the 
Andrews Sisters, made an appearance at the City 
Cabaret early last month. Spoolie Sisters Rebec- 
ca Speight (who created one of the roles in 
NASHional Anthem), Ellen Robinson (director 
of the ‘‘Anything Goes Chorus’’) and Erika 
Reynolds do not take their music too seriously, 
which allows them to have fun with it. As yet, 
the group needs more polish, but this will come 
with more exposure. 

According to their manager Bobette Adcock, 
the group’s name developed out of a comment 
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The Spoolie Sisters 


made by Robinson. Referring to their 40s and 
’50s repertory, she asked if they had to keep sing- 
ing such ‘‘spoolie’’ music. Included among 
‘*‘Something’s Gotta Give,’’ ‘‘Lullaby of Bird- 
land’’ and ‘‘We’re in the Money”’ are two bal- 
lads, ‘‘Mill Worker’’ and ‘‘The Water is Wide,”’ 
the latter being a folk song which the trio has ar- 
ranged into a pop ballad. Robinson solos on 
these, backed by the others. The results are plea- 
sant (‘‘The Water is Wide’’ receives an especial- 
ly nice rendition), but they are out of kilter from 
the rest of the program. 

The sparkling, personable group’s ‘‘Chapel 
of Love’’ (the three are dressed as punk brides), 
‘*Tico-Tico”’ (‘‘A song about a woman in love 
with her cuckoo clock,’’ according to Speight, 
and performed complete with quasi-flamenco 
choreography), and ‘‘Blonde’’ (the three don 
yellow tinsel wigs for this punk number) ex- 
emplify the Spoolie Sisters’ humorous side. 

The more straightforward ‘‘Heebie Jeebies’’ 
and ‘‘Hold Tight’’ (both contain skat sung in 
tandem), ‘‘Sugartime’’ and ‘‘Crazy’’ (Speight’s 
gutsy solo is a highlight) are all enjoyable. 

The Spoolie Sisters are backed by pianist 
Charlie Hancock. They will return to the City 
Cabaret in November.

75th Season 


Opera season continues in top form, though 
human frailty takes its toll as the weather grows 
colder. Last month’s production of La Forza del 
Destino proved to be a case in point, when tenor 
lead Carlo Cossutta begged the audience’s in- 
dulgence (via General Director, Terence 
McEwen) for his sore throat. He sang to the. 
finish, and sounded better than other performers 
who did not have the excuse of illness. 

Forza is not the most vocally demanding 
opera ever written. Principals enjoy long rests 
as the story bounds ahead by generous incre- 
ments. Still, some of the voices managed to 
disappoint. 

Maria Slatinaru’s Leonora was perhaps the 
biggest letdown. Though a coloratura, her voice 
had a mezzo quality in all except the lowest 
range. Only in the final act did she redeem 
herself somewhat. 

On the other end of the spectrum were peo- 
ple like baritone Wolfgang Brendel, whose 
brilliant Don Carlo shone from start to finish; 
Judith Forst as Preziosilla, a vibrant actress and 
mezzo-soprano; and Enrico Fissore’s Fra Meli- 
tone, who delighted the audience with his pom- 
pous antics. 

Maurizio Arena conducted with brio. 

Die Meistersinger continues to score well with 
audiences. This delightful opera, telling more 
than the love of Eva and Walther, is a slap in the 
face of music critics and criticism as a whole. Im-

agine that. 

Using historical characters, Wagner tells a 
story of art versus ego, of love and patriotism, 
centering around the traditional song competi- 
tions held in medieval Germany. 

Wagner’s noble cobbler, Hans Sachs, is por- 
trayed by Hans Tschammer. As the real hero of 
the opera, he carries — vocally and textually — 
the message of true art with conviction and 
power. He is awe-inspiring as he muses on the 
pettiness of human squabbles and the wonder 
of music. 

His foil, Sixtus Beckmesser, is a study in 
pedantry by Michel Trempont. Wonderfully 
cast, Trempont brings to life the prototypical 
critic, with all his meanness, insecurity and spit- 
ting envy. In the fight scene of Act II, his lute 
gets mangled, which he later clunks around to 
great comic advantage. 

Cheryl Studer plays Eva in her San Francisco 
debut. From the first moment she captivates

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listeners. Her warm, rich soprano goes to the 
heart, her acting is intelligent, and she is 
beautiful as well. 

Her lover, Walther, (James King) offers none 
of the above. His voice is unremarkable at best, 
often straining toward the top. His acting is 


* wooden, and his ‘‘Preislied’’ wins no prizes here. 


Sets are simple but effective. A wrought-iron 
filigree motif presides over much of the action, 
and the town of Nuremberg’s background ap- 
pears mostly as a sepia-coloured line etching, 
which gains depth with dimming lights. . 

Overall, the opera is well worth seeing. A col- 
orful production with lively conducting by Kurt 
Adler makes this five hours of fun, and a great 
introduction to Wagner. 

Meanwhile, at the symphony... the 75th An- 
niversary Season brings a host of crowd pleasers, 
and a few gambles.
